RACE TO PREPARE 
ON IN EARNEST 


Leaders of Italy and Eng- 
land Take Gloomy View 
of Continued Peace in 
Near Future. 


Manchester, England, December §&. 
(United News.)—Chaotic internation- 
al relations are leading the world to- 
wards war “not because any one wants 
it but because nobody has the courage 
to stop the runaway horse of the war 
chariot,” David Lloyd George, Brit- 
ain’s war premier, said in a speech 
here today. 

Lloyd George’s address opened the 
liberal party’s campaign to promote 
world peace. 

The fiery little Welchman ques- 
tioned the effectiveness of the Jrellogg 
treaty. 

“What more is needed,” he asked, 
“but to sing the ‘Hallelujah Chorus’ 
rnd go on building our new Jerusalem 
in England, free and unfettered? That 
is how it is intended to be but tha‘ 
is not how it is. 

Sees Arms Increasing. 


“Since we signed the Kellogg pact, 
armaments are steadily increasing. 


Kellogg says ‘Thou Shalt Not Kill 
and at the same time ‘Fill your waist 
belt with knives and pistols so as to 
be ready to kill’.” 

Lloyd George continued : 

“Why should there be all this hush 
an? whisper ‘don’t ‘say anything in 
ease it might make it worse’? In 
1922 we were able to discuss relations 
between the United States and Eng- 
land, but now we can’t do it. 

“We must face the realty of it be- 
cause it was not faced in 1914 when 
we had the greatest war on earth. 

“As things are now, the world is 
heading straight for war. Unless the 
nations are prepared to accept soon 


and wholeheartedly, good faith and 
peaceable means for settling disputes, 
God alone can save us from a calam- 
ity more terrible than has ever been 
seen. 

“We are heading for war not be- 
cause any one wants it, but because 
nobody has the courage to stop the 
runaway horse of the war chariot.

Detectives under Chief Poole and John W. Lowe have 
run down score after score of clues. Each lead has been 
exploded. Saturday night they admitted that the crime 
was no nearer solution than it was on the night of the mur- 
der. Hundreds of persons have volunteered information 
which has proved fruitless. But The Constitution and the 
police believe that some one person, if not a number of 
persons, knows the name of the man who jumped from the 
moving car—the man who killed Brandon.

BRANDON MURDER 
BAFFLES POLICE 


Detectives Admit They 
Have No Clues to Man 
Who Killed Prominent 
Undertaker. 


Six days of investigation having 
proved futile, the police Saturday 
night admitted that the murder of 
Robert M. Brandon, Monday aight 
while driving his motor car near the 
intersection of Baker and Ivy streets, 
still was no nearer solution than on 
the night of the murder. 

“We have spent six days following 
false leads,” Chief of Detectives A. 
Lamar Poole said. “We have investi- 
gated and found out a great deal 
about persons we now know had 
nothing to do with the murder but 
we have yet to find anything. con- 
cerning the man who did.” 

The detective homicide squad, head- 
ed by John W we, continued its 
search for the elusive “tall, slender 
man in the gray suit and brown hat,” 
reported to have been seen dashing 
from the Brandon car after firing the 
fatal shots into the body of the under- 
taker, vice president and manager of 
the Barclay & Brandon company. 

“T am sorry to admit that we are 
no nearer solving this case than we 
were six days ago.” Lowe said. “We 
have run down many clues and all 
have proven false. We still have 
others but concerning them I must 
keep silent until I follow them and 
learn just what there is in them.” 

Chief Poole, anxious to solve the 
mystery behind the slaying, announced 
Saturday night that all men workin 
on the case would continue their ef- 
forts today, despite the fact Sunday 
usually is a holiday for most men in 
the detective bureau. | 

“We want this man and want him 
badly,” Poole said. “We are not ae 
ing to rest until we have him beh 
the bars downstairs.’’

Air travel as an important factor 
in diplomatic relations between na- 
tions and as the safe, economical and 


dependable transportation system of 
the future was envisioned Saturday 
by Alderman William B. Hartsfield, 
ef the third ward, chairman of the 
aviation committee of city council 
who returned from the national avia- 
tion exhibition held at Chicago. 

An unlimited era of development 
was predicted by Mr. Hartsfield, who 
declared that Candler field Atlanta's 
air port, is the best south of Chicago. 
Mr. Hartsfield flew from Atlanta to 
Chicago over the Interstate lines. 

“We were told by W. Irving Glover, 
second assistant postmaster in charge 
of air mail, that all first class maii 
would be transported by plane with- 
in the next five years,” Mr. Harts- 
field said.” 

Big Development Seen. 

“Assistant Secretary of Commerce 

in Charge of Aeronautics William P. 
McCracken said that planes will tie 
distant corners of the world together 
in a new diplomatic network caused 
by common knowledge and common in- 
terests undeveloped before the advent 
of the plane. Predictions also were 
made that new air mail lines will link 
the United States with Central Amer- 
ica within the near future. 
- “In fact aviation will revolutionize 
commerce and relations of the entire 
world, if forecasts of experts are to 
be accepted at face value. 

“Candler field has been criticized, 

but it has been unwarranted. At- 
lanta’s air port is the best I saw 
south of Chicago. It is highly devel- 
oped and is well equipped. Of course 
with the advent of the larger plane, 
we must lengthen the runways. We 
also must buy the tract on which it 
rests, 
_ “The field, however, as a_ whole, 
is far ahead of those of other cities. 
Atlanta is well recognized as the avia- 
tion center of the entire south among 
those well versed in aeronautical cir- 
cles. I found the leaders of the na- 
tion well informed as to the facilities 
offered by Atlanta and they praised 
the development of the field. It is one 
of the few in the south which it prop- 
erly equipped to protect flyers and 
passengers by furnishing radio reports 
and weather reports to pilots, 

5 Needs of Atlanta Airport. 

Great amphibian planes bearing a 
Score of passengers will be swooping 
down on Atlanta within the next few 
months. We must get ready for them. 
The flying school should be continued : 
additional hangars»should be provided, 
concrete aprons constructed, and the 
ridge in the center of the field graded 
down. When this is done, Atlanta 


will be able to compete with any other 
city in the entire country, and will 
have ample claim to the hub of aero- 
nautical activities of the entire south. 

“She now has practically a monop- 
oly in southern’ aviation circles 
through her natural position as the

The 
product is of the finest quality, being 
made in two grades of both Australian 
and American wool.

The mill looms are of the latest 
and most modern type, as is all the 
equipment of the small but model 
Georgia plant. It now is housed in a

Washington, December 
Secretary of War Davis will lay the 
cornerstone for the National Memorial 
to be erected at Killdevil Hill, near 
Kitty Hawk, N. C., Monday, December 
17, ts commemorate the first flight 
in an airplane by Orville and Wilbur 
Wright. 

The cornerstone will be laid at the 
celebration in honor of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the first success- 
ful flight, at which Orville, the surviv- 
ing brother, will be the honor guest. 

Many notables will attend the event, 
including delegates to the internationa! 
civil aeronautic conference, probably a 
congressional committee, famous avia- 
tors and air enthusiasts, and Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 

Two sets of exercises are scheduled, 
Representative Warren, - democrat, 
North Carolina, in whose district the 
historic spot is located, announced to- 
day for the Killdevil Hill Memorial as- 
sociation, under whose auspices the 
event was arranged. 

The dirst exercises will open in the 
morning on the top of Killdevil Hill, 
with Assistant Secretary of War F. 
Trubee Davison for aeronautics, in 
charge. Governor Angus W. McLean, 
of North Carolina, will welcome the 
visitors and Representative Warren 
will deliver an address about the 
Wrights’ achievement. 

Secretary Davis will lay the corner- 
stone for a tower, one of three units 
of the memorial, which will include a 
new coast guard station at Kitty 
Hawk, and a bronze tablet.

Three cavalry squadrons were placed 
about the Paraguayan legation. 

Elias Ayala, the Paraguayan 
charge, was given his passport this 
afternoon by Under Secretary Vir- 
reiera. The latter acted in the ab- 
sence of his chief, Acting Foreign 
Minister Alberto Palacios, had 
journeted to Antofagasta, to 
meet Herbert Hoover. 

Avala left immediately under heavy 
guard for the railway junction at 
Viachi, eighteen miles away. A train 
bound for Guaqui, near the Peruvian 
border, had been held for him there 
by the government.

The invaders were at first 
repulsed but returned in numbers of 
about three hundred and killed most 
of the Bolivian soldiers, who defended 
their post heroically.

Foreign Minister Arrives 

at Lugano Pessimistic 
Over Action on Early 
Evacuation of Rhine.

Lugano, Switzerland, December §&. 
(P)—Gustav Stresemann, foreign min- 
ister of Germany, arrived here this 
evening with his coat collar turned 
up against a cold rain, but clutching 
in his hands a bouquet of roses pre- 
sented at the station by a young Ger- 
man girl. 

“Nothing sensational will happen,” 
was his response to questions regard- 
ing the session of the council of the 
League of Nations which is to open 
here Monday. The entire German 
delegation in fact, radiated an atmos- 
phere of pessimism in so far as Ger- 
many'’s expectations for early evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland or a new fixa- 
tion of her total war reparations were 
concerned. : 

Iierr Stresemann told league offi- 
cials who met him at Olten and ac- 
companied him to Lugano that he did 
not intend to discuss here any Ger- 
man political problems in regard to 
reparations and the Rhineland. He 
said he was coming only to attend the 
meeting of the council. 

There was an enthusiastic welcome 
for the noted German rivalling the en- 
thusiastic reception given at the sta- 
tion yesterday to Aristide Briand, the 
French foreign minister. The mayor 
nnd other municipal officials were 
mngain at the station and the crowd 
applauded when the = distinguished 
Visitor was given his bouquet of roses.

PULICE-CAR RADIO 
SETS MAY BE USED 
IN WAR ON CRIME 


Broadcasting Plan Used 
in Detroit Advocated 
Here by Head of Atlanta 
Police Committee. 


BY HERMAN D. HANCOCK, 

Modern science, radio, will be uti- 
lized to break the backbone of crime 
in Atlanta, should the success being 
experienced in Detroit in capturing 
criminals red-handed, often in 60 sec- 
onds after police headquarters have 
been notified, prove feasible for this 
city, Alderman Charles J. Murphy, 
of the eleventh ward, and chairman 
of the police committee of council, 
stated Saturday night. 

Alderman Murphy’s plan includes a 
central broadcasting station of 250 
or 500 watts in power and the equip- 
ping of Atlanta’s 30 police cars with 
receiving sets sealed to the wave 
length of the police broadcasting sta- 
tion. 

Cars Termed “Cruisers.” 

The police cars, known in Detroit 
as “eruisers,” would be on the move 
night and day, cruising through every 
part of the city. Time—that vital 
factor which is the greatest aid pvlice 
can have in the apprehension of crim- 
inals—would be cut to minimum be- 
tween the act of crime and the pres- 
ence of the police at the scene. 

Alderman Murphy declared that he 
would submit the proposal to the po- 
lice committee of city council with a 
view of using every available means 
at the department to free Atlanta 
from its lawless element and to en- 
force the laws. 

Mayor I. N. Ragsdale also said he 
was interested in the matter and 
would offer any assistance possible 
to help the committee in its effort 
to curb lawlessness in Atlanta and 
Fulton county. Assistance of City 
Electrician R. C. Turner will be 
sought in the effort to ascertain the 
cost of installation, 

Time Most Vital Factor. 


“Time is the most vital factor in 
tracking criminals and if it can be 
reduced by use of the radio, I shall 
be one of the first to champion it.” 
Mr. Murphy said. “I have noted with 
interest what has been done in De- 
troit. It seems to me if such results 
could be obtained there by utilization 
of the radio, we could do it here, 

“I shall take the matter up with 
experts, and then submit a plan to the 
police committee asking it to equip all 
the city cars with loud speakers tuned 
in with a central short wave length 
station broadcasting from the police 
department. Fulton county cars could 
be similarly equipped and they could 
be of assistance to us and we to them. 

“I feel that the matter is of great 
importance and should be given a 
we found it would be impracticable to 
thus equip all the cars, we could 
hook up a few and try them out as 
an experiment. I am of the opinion 
that Atlanta should give the proposi- 
tion a trial.”’ 

Now a Matter of Seconds,

police cruisers has become a matter 
of seconds with the Detroit police de- 
partment, one of the first to enlist 
radio in the never-ending battle 
against crime and the criminal. 

surglars, car thieves, bandits, hit- 
run drivers and racketeers have come 
to fear this new police weapon—a 
weapon that has caused more than 400 
arrests in an average time of 77 sec- 
onds each in the past eight months.

ATLANTA INJURED 
BY CRIME. WAVE 


Dr. Sam Small Points 
Out Damage Caused by 
Publication of Recent 
Killings in City. 


BY DR. SAM SMALL. 

Washington, December 8.—(Spe- 
cial.) —One day this week the news- 
papers here printed four press dis- 
patches from Atlanta reporting crimes, 
including two murders and as many 
shooting affairs. The array led one of 
our “Georgia representatives to re- 
mark: “They are killing °em now in 
Atlanta at the rate of about one a 


day!” 

Theecomment was an exaggeration 
plain enough, but it indicated a 
growing belief that Atlanta is acquir- 
ing an unenviable repute as a crime 
center. Something to that effect was 
mentioned in an editorial in The Con- 


stitution recently and that may have 
colored the congressman’s comment. 
Crime does not, as a rule, bulletin 
itself in advance. Most offenses 
against the person are committed In 
a sudden heat of passion, motivated 
by quick anger, hatred and the op- 
portunity for revenge, While some oth- 
ers are the results of calculated pre- 
meditation aud desperately fixed pur- 
pose. 
Sheriffs and policemen are not 
clairvoyants who can visualize a per- 
son’s crime in advance of its perpe- 
tration. Therefore, they are not to 
be charged with the prevalence of a 
wave of assaults and homicides. The 
best that can be demanded of them is 
detective ability and diligence in dis- 
covering the criminals and bringing 
them promptly to the bar of justice. 
* * * * 
Modernity Makes for Murder. 
Atlanta is no worse in degree as a 
crime arena than the average Ameri- 
ean city of rapid and cosmopolitan 
growth. It has been adepting and cul- 
tivating the “keeping up with the 
Joneses” complex. It has been imi- 
tating and exaggerating the customs 
and habits of the "white ways” and 
night clubs of New York and Chicago, 
not to extend the comparison to the 
purlieus of Piccadilly and Paris. 
The clean, orderly and superb so- 
cial character of Atlanta’s representa- 
tive citizens gets small public recog- 
nition outside their inner and protect- 
ed circles, because it is so constantly 
obscured by the blinding magnesium 
flares of disorder and crime, flashing 
out from our underworld—which isn’t 
so far “under” as it vught to be. 
Modern life now is a “highball’’ 
mixed from free-thought in morals, 
freedom from social and legal obliga- 
tions and the jazz appetite for liber- 
ties that have been tabu to decent 
people since the world began. Such 
liberties light the fires of hell in rot- 
ten human hearts, whether male or

Doctor, Lord Dawson 
Explodes Rumors. 


BREAKS PRECEDENT 
TO INFORM U. S. 


Infection Has Been Lo- 
calized But Absence of 
Pleural Fluid Obviates 
Need of Incision. 


Lord Dawson of Penn, the 
king’s doctor, granted the United 
News an exclusive statement to- 
night discussing in detail the 
king’s case and revealing for the 
first time from an authoritative 
source the full nature of the ul- 
ness as it stands at present. 
Such a statement, made to ac- 
quaint the people of the world 
with the king’s condition, is un- 
precedented on the history of 
the English court. The only sim- 
ilar statement was made by Lord 
Dawson in a formal letter to the 
cabinet last week. 

Lord Dawson has been physt- 
cian-in-ordinary to the king since 
1907 and to the Prince of Wales 
since 1923. He attended the 
present king’s father, Edward 
Vil. He is one of the most dis- 
tinguished medical men in the 
world and is the author of a 
wealth of medical treatises used 
universally by doctors and medt- 
cal colleges. Among his many 
titles and degrees is that of 
S. C. D. granted by the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania in 1925.

Left Legacy of Happiness. 

What a legacy of happy smiles and 
laughter he left in his enchanting tales 
of “Uncle Remus.” The grotesque 
and ludicrous characters such as 
“Brer Rabbit,” “Ole Brer Fox,” “The 
Tarbaby,” “Miss Meadows and de 
gals,” “Miss Sallie.” Tales that have 
brought peals of merry laughter in 
millions of homes. Tales that have 
kept wide-eyed children awake far past 
their bedtime and tales that have 
brought throbs of pleasure to _ the 
hearts of many men and women. 
Tales that have been told in all lan- 
guages and which will live forever in 
the literary annals of his country. 

Joel Chandler Harris first began 
his work in a newspaper office when 
he was fourteen years old. A. Tur- 
ner, a prominent citizen of Putnam 
county, conducted a newspaper-maga- 
zine on his farm near Eatonton. It 
was called “The Countryman” and 
young Harris obtained a place as 
“printer's devil” on this publication 
by answering an advertisement. From 
that time to his death in 1908 his 
career was developed in newspaper of- 


fices, 
Contact With Slaves. 

While working on “The Country- 
man,” the lad came into contact with 
many negro slaves on the plantation 
of Mr. Turner. The old place was 
_ called “Turnwold” and was a typical 

ante-bellum mansion of the days 
“befo’ de war.” As the Jad worked 
on this place he talked with many 
negroes, learned from them many of 
the entrancing stories he later was to 
immortalize in “Uncle Remus.” 

With the close of the war between 

the states the impoverished conditions 
of the country brought an end to “The 
Countryman” and the’ Harris boy 
looked around for new frields. He 
tried Macon for a short time and 
later went to New Orleans, where he 
worked a few months. Returning to 
Georgia he obtained a post on “The 
Advertiser,” a small paper printed at 
Forsyth. After a short time here he 
went to Savannah, where he worked 
on a newspaper. Here he met Miss 
Esther Le Rose, a Canadian girl, 
whom he married on April 21, 1873. 
He remained in Savannah severn! 
years until “the yellow fever scare” 
- Came, when he moved to Atlanta. 
_ Arriving in Atlanta in 1877 he reg- 
istered at the hotel as “J. C. Harris 
and wife, two bow-legged children and 
a bilious nurse.” He knew the late 
Henry W. Grady and through him 
met Captain Evan P. Howell, at that 
time editor of The Constitution, and 
obtained a position on The Constitu- 
tion staff. 


Began Dialect ‘Stories. 


Soon after he went to work on The 
Constitution he began to write bis 
negro dialect stories. In 1878 anil 
1879 the “Uncle Remus” stories be- 
gan to appear. “Uncle Remus” ac- 
tually was an aged Putnam county 
negro who made his home on the Tur- 
ner plantation. 

he famous author always declared 
that his career was an “accident,” and 
for many years he maintained that 
his stories possessed no literary value. 
But they found such popular favor 
that his fame soon became world-wide. 
and there was a steady demand for 
his books, which has in no whit de- 
creased in the present day. 

Mr. Harris was a close personal] 
friend of Theodore Roosevelt, Captain 
Evan Howell, Dr. Sam W. Small, 
Washington correspondent of The 
Constitution; Henry W. Grady, the 
famous editor of The Constitution; 
Mark Howell, present editor of The 
Constitution; Frank L. Stanton, the 
famous Georgia poet. who was a co- 
worker on The Constitution with Har- 
ris; James Whitcomb Riley. the In- 
diana poet. wha once visited Harris, 
and Stanton; Mark Twain, and numer- 
ous other men of letters of nis day. 

“Loving, Tender Nature.” 

One of his associates, spenking of 
the personal charm and genial humor 
_of the famous Georgian, said. 

“His was a loving. tender and true 
nature, with strong character and fine 
principles.”’ 

Through his writings Mr. Harris 
s00n became prosperous and built a 
delightful home on Gordon street, At- 
lanta.

Former President Clears Po- 
litical Air by Support 
of Portes Gil. 


Mexico City, December 8.—()—A

Decision of the C. R. O. M., the 
Mexican Federation of Labor, to split 
with the government coupled with the 
manifest friendship of Calles toward 
the labor organization led to the fear 
that the former president, whose fol 
lowing is large, might support the 
stand of the labor organization. This 


would involve Calles and his follow. 
ers in a dispute with the present ad- 
ministration and create a situation 
of serious possibilities. 

Although the situation apparently 
has eased somewhat there was evi- 
dence of bitter feelings. A noisy throng 
outside the national chamber of depu- 
ties was dispersed by city firemen 
who turned a hose on them. The crowd 
was denied admittance to the chamber 
where the situation was being dis 
cussed and was shouting “long live 
a death to Morones.” Luis 
N. Morones was secretary of labor 
under President Calles and is president 
of C. R. O. M. Aurelia Manrique, an 
agrarian deputy, led the attack on 
Calles and Morones in the discussion 
‘n the chamber. 

The-climax of the situation appar- 
ently was reached, however, when for 
mer President Calles issued a forma! 
declaration. allaying fears that he 
might throw his influence against 
the gnvernment. He even went furthe: 
and lauded Porfes Gil as a represent 
ative of legality and the revolutionary 
ideals and recommended that the army 
and the public support the present 
nresident. , 

As proof of his sincerity Calles an- 
nounced his resignation from the pres- 


idency of the national revolutionary 
party and said that he was retiring 
definitely from public life. 

The assurance that the Calles fac- 
tion would not oppose the government 
was generally regarded as removing 
the principal element of danger from 
the situation. It was believed that 
the opposition of C, R. O. M. without 
the support of Calles did not threaten 
grave consequences although it would 
prove a troublesome problem. 

After Calles had announced his re- 
tirement Aaron Saenz, who had ap- 
peared to be the most likely choice 
of the revolutionary party as its presi- 
dential candidate, resigned from the 
organizing committee of the party. He 
explained that his resignation ‘was due 
to the political events of the last two 
days. He said he desired to leave the 
various groups which composed the 


‘party free to take a new attitude to- 


ward his candidacy if they desired to 
do so. 

The retirement of Calles from the 
party in which he was the prime mov- 
er left the bothersome question of de- 
ciding upon his successor. It will be 
necessary to find a leader popular 
enough to weld the various revolution- 


ary groups into one strong organiza- 
tion. 

The newspaper E] Universal said 
today that the labor party which rep- 
resents C. R. 0. M. in politics would 
hold a convention next Wednesday to 
nominate a presidential candidate.

“- Neither Fearn, who died in her 
arms, hor his wife were able to give 
@ny clues as to the identity of the 
woman who without a word emptied 
six bullets from a small pistol into 
his. body and then boarded a_ bus 
back to Canton, where she vanished. 
Fearn gasped to his wife that he had 
never seen the girl before. 

Mrs. Fearn said their ten years of 
married life had never been marred 
by even a quarrel, 

What had seemed the most prom- 
ising clue was dissipated today when 
officers learned that a young woman 
who had been seen by a bus driver 
entering a Canton boarding house was 
the’ landlady’s daughter-in-law. The 
bus driver had reported that a woman 
about 22 years old and attractively 
dressed, which conforms with the de- 
scription of the slayer, had left his 
btis and gone to the boarding house. 

An investigation of the disappear- 
ance of a Mr. and Mrs. Davis from 
the same rooming house Wednesday 
also proved fruitless, and it was de- 
cided they had no connection with the 
case. The fact that John Long Star, 
Indian attendant at the filling station 
where the slayer signaled for a bus 
had left suddenly, today also was dis- 
carded as having any connection with 
the case. 

Stenographer Questioned. 

George Patterson, of Carrolton, 
driver of the bus on which the killer 
rode back to Canton, was positive he 
could identify her. She wore a dark 
blue Chinchilla coat, a close fitting 
black felt hat with a bright pin on 
it, tan shoes and flesh colored stock- 
ings, be said. He described her as 
about five feet four inches tall. 

Acting on a tip that appeared to 
have possibilities if developed along 
certain lines, Sheriff Gibson late to- 
day brought a girl to his office for 
questioning. ‘The girl, whose name 
“vas withheld by the authorities, was 
quizzed for about thirtv minutes and 
then released. Those who were present 
at the conference said that she denied 
knowing Fearn and that she was un- 
able to throw any light on the case. 

The report upon which the sheriff 
acted was that some one was supposed 

to have seen Fearn with the girl at a 
picture show about three months ago. 
This the girl denied. 

Sheriff Gibson today denied a re- 
port that he had sent a deputy to 
Fairmount, West Va., to question a 
young woman named “Ethel Davis,” 
who left Canton Wednesday, the day 
hefore the shooting. The sheriff said 
that he had satisfied himself that Mrs. 
Davis had no connection with the 
case,

Is Put at 1,020,000 Bales — 


The Georgia cotton crop for 1928 
was estimated at 1,020,000 bales in 
the final cotton report of the year is- 
sued Saturday by V. C. Childs, agri- 
cultural statistician in charge of the 
Georgia office of the United States 
department of agriculture. 

This estimated crop compares with 
1,100,000 standard bales in 1027. The 
1928 acreage is placed at 9 per cent 
greater than the harvested acreage a 
year ago. 

The report placed the acreage for 
harvest this year at 3,719,000 and the 
yield per acre at approXimately 131 
pounds, the Jowest since 1923. The 
yield per acre a year ago was 154 
pounds. 

Yields in the northern section of the 
state varied from fair to good, the 


reports showed, with production for 
the section running about 2 per cent 
above last year. 

The coastal plains and part of the 
Piedmont section, on the other hand. 
were severely handicapped by wet 
weather and unseasonable cool temper- 
atures, according to the report. As a 
result the south Georgia crop was 
fully three weeks late. it was pointed 


out. Production was placed at about 4 


88 per cent of the 1927 outturn, in 
these sections, 

Georgia ginnings prior to December 
1 totaled 971,000 running bales, ac- 
cording to the repert.

Institute, at Auburn, A!a. 

The first program is scheduled for 
Christmas day from three studios— 
at Birmingham, Montgomery and An- 
burn—and includes a varied  assort- 
ment of entertainment and _  educa- 
tional features. 

The new station divides time on a 
clear channel under the reallocation 
and will have 5,000 watts power. 


Birmingham's allotment in the con- 
struction of the station includes ap 
elaborately equipped studio in a down- 
town office building. The transmit- 
ter is located on Red mountain, a few 
miles from the City. The capito! 
building commission at Montgomery 
has granted authority for the expen- 
diture of $6,500 to $8,000 for outfit- 
ting a studio in that city, while Au- 
burn plans to improve its old studio, 
which was the former home of WAPI. 

WAPI is’ Birmingham’s second 
broadcasting station, WBRC having 
broadcast here for a number of years. 

Sensing the need of a stronger sta- 
tion, citizens of Alabama began a 
movement to replace the old station 
at Auburn, a gift of Victor H. Han- 
son, publisher of the Birmingham 
News, with one more modern. WAPI 
formerly had been used by the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute and the 
state department of agriculture largely 
for distribution of information to Ala- 
bama farmers.

NEW RADIO MOVIE 


BiG IMPROVEMENT 


No Lim:t To Size With De- 
vice of Scientist Near 
Paris. 


Paris, December 8.—(?/)—A device 
for the transmission of moving pic- 
tures by radio, in which the size of 
the image transmitted is not limited, 
has been developed by a Luxemburg 
scientist living near Paris. 

While the transmission and re- 
projection of films by wireless has 
been accomplished by various meth- 
ods, the inherent limitations of pre- 
vious experiments have prevented 
them from attaining commercial im- 
portance. With the device of the 
Luxemburg man the perfection of the 
image reproduced increases with the 
size.of the screen, it is said: The in- 
ventor says the reverse has been true 
in former experiments, the size of the 
image being limited to dimensions of 
a few inehes and incapable of enlarge- 
ment without loss of clearness. 

Another advantage is that the use 
of a positive film is eliminated, the 
transmission being accomplished by 
using the negative film direct. This 
is said to be an important considera- 


torial news items, for example, could 
be displayed after the original pic- 
ture has been taken and the negative 
film developed. 

The transmission and reproduction 
of the film does not necessarily take 
place at the time the negative is pro- 
jected into the apparatus. The im- 
pression of the film is electrically 
transmitted and magnetically con- 
served on a series of fine metallic rib- 
hons to permit its subsequent wire- 
less transmission for exposure on the 
screen either immediately or at a 
later time. 

The conservation of the intermediate 
magnetic impression being more or 
less indefinite, the wireless transmis- 
sion of the picture can be repeated 
without further recourse to the origi- 
nal negative film. The registration of 
sound can be accnmplished simul- 
taneously with that of the moving 
picture itself. 


RADIO NEWEST AID 
TO U.S. BARGE SERVICE 


Washington, December 8&,—(>)— 
Radio communication has made the 
operation of the government barges 
on the Mississippi river as regular 
and dependable as train service, says 
Major General T. Q. Ashburn, chair- 
man of the Inland Waterways cor- 
poration. 

General Ashburn appeared before 
the federal radio commission to seek 
the renewal of licenses and more fa- 
vorable wavelengths for four short 
wave stations operated by the corpora- 
tion at Mobile and Birmingham, Ala., 
Memphis and Minneapolis, terminal 
points of the service. 

The service, with 275 tow boats, 
tugs and barges, covers 2,550 miles 
and has connection with 165 railroads. 
General Ashburn said the service has 
been of great aid to farmers through 
the transportation of grain from west- 
ern and northwestern states for ex- 
port. “It has been estimated that 
the saving in grain alone amounts to 
$5,000,000 a year for the farmers,” 
he said. 2 


STATION SHIFTS 


Washington, December 8.—(?)— 
Changes in the frequency and power 
of broadcasting stations are being 
made from time to time by the fed- 
eral radio commission in an effort to 
remedy reception defects as they de- 
velop. 

Among the recent alterations is the 
shifting of KTAB, Oakland, Calif., 
from 1280 to 550 kilocycles to elim- 
inate cross talk interference between 
stations in that locality. Operators 
of KTAB have reported improvement 
in reception since the change. 

The power of WHB and KMBC- 
KLDS, both of Kansas City, was re- 
duced from 1,000 to 500 watts to stop 
a pronounced heterodyne on the chan- 
nel occupied by WRC, Washington. 
The Kansas City stations operate al- 
ternately on WIKC's frequency of 950 
kilocycles. 

On the recommendation of Com- 
missioner Sam Pickard, who has been 
making an inspection tour in the mid- 
dle west, a station in Wisconsin was 
ordered to suspend operation until it 
could broadeast exactly on its assigned 
wavelength.

10,000 More Than in 1927 
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' Yeau seized 1,048,636 gallons of 


Washington, December 8.—(?)— 
The efforts of the prohibition bureau 
of the treasury department to enforce 
the prohibition law was depicted to- 
day in the annual report of Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner Doran, who recited 
that his forces had made 75,307 ar- 
rests with 58.813 convictions in the 
fiscal year, 1928. . It was an increase 
of 10,000 over the arrests for the 
previous year. 

Operating with 4.396 permanent 
and 92 temporary employees the i 
] ~ 
legal spirits, 4.254,029 gallons of malt 
liquirs, 399.603 gallons of wine, 16,- 
220 illicit distilleries, 18,980 stills and 
217,278 fermenters. During the year 
the prohibition forces seized 6,934 au- 
tomobiles valued at $3.057,132 and 81 
boats valued at $144,240. 

Commissioner Doran said 77,799 
prohibition violation cases were ter- 
minated in 1928 and of the convic- 
tions 15,793 persons were given jail 
sentences equalling 5.631 years and 
fines aggregating $7,031,109 were as- 
sessed. In addition to the federal 
cases agents of the bureau aided in 
15.077 cases in state courts in which 
9,025 convictions were secured. 


Denatured Alcohol. 


During the year 169,000,000 gal- 
lons of aleohol were manufactured, 
92,000,000 gallons of denatured aleo- 
hol and 159,000,000 gallons were with- 
drawn for denaturing. Pure aleobol 
withdrawn from bond amounted to 
8,670,000 gallons. Distilled spirits 


withdrawn from warehouses on which

tax was paid amounted to 1,613,554 
gallons, leaving in bond according to 
record figures, approximately 20,000.- 
000 gallons of such spirits but actual-

ly, due to evaporation, only about half 
that amount, the report said. At the 
end of the year there femained in 
warehouses a total of 22,498,714 ga!- 
lons of still wine, while 743,226 gal- 
lons were withdrawn during the year 
for sacramental purposes. 

Commissioner Doran also reviewed 
the work of the narcotic division dur- 
ing the fiscal year which showed that 
with old cases there were pending dur- 
ing the year 13,569 cases of violations 
of the narcotic laws. Of the new 
cases, 2,498 were by persons register- 
ed to handle narcotics and 6.119 by 
unregistered persons. During the year, 
he said, narcotic agents had _ seiz- 
ed or purchased as evidence 26,332 
ounces of narcotics. 

In this branch of the bureau’s work 
4.738 convictigns were secured with 
sentences totaling 8.786 years and 
fines aggregating $182,000. 

Drug Importations. 


Importations of drugs during the 
fiscal year dropped slightly, amount- 
ing to 140,172 ounces of opium and 
234,000 ounces of coca leaves but 
sales to domestic sources for the 12 
months amounted to 433,900 ounces, 

Illicit traffie in narcotic drugs, 
Commissioner Doran said, has not de- 
creased and could not be curbed with 
the present forces. 

“Illicit traffic in narcotic drugs 
smuggled into the United States 
seems not to have abated in any de- 
gree,” he said. “With these drugs 
comparatively readily obtainable in 
Europe and Asia ard a strong demand 


therefor in the United States, repre- | 


sented hy non-medical addicts who 
find it impossible to obtain a supply 
from the quantity domestically manu-

New York, December 6.—()—(Cot- 
ton goods markets have been steady 
but trade has been quieter since last 
week when sales ran far in excess 
of production.

The most interesting development of 
the week was the active opening of the 
season for Mexican vegetables and ¢a- 
rious truck crops in southern Texas. 
String beans, peas and tomatoes be- 
gan to arrive from Mexico; cabbaze, 
carrots and spinach were moving from 


Texas. Tomatoes also were being re 
ceived from Cuba and the Bahamas. 
with light arrivals of early potatoes 
from Bermuda and southern Florida. 
About the only important price 
changes among the leading products 
were the higher levels for cabbage. 
onions and sweet potatoes. North- 
western apples advanced slightly at 
shipping points. Cold weather was 
experienced in some of the northern 
states, with temperatures as low as six 
degrees in Maine. Snow was report- 
ed in Colorado and Idaho. : 

Shipments continued to show their 
usual seasonal decrease. The week's 
output of 14,600 cars of 24 princi- 
pal fruits and vegetables was just 
about the same volume as a year ago 
and was 2,300 less than the preced- 
ing week. The only products register- 
ing gains recently are carrots, cauli- 
flower, peas and citrus fruit. In the 
order of their importance, products 
which totaled a thousand or more 
ears last week were potatoes, apples. 
oranges and grapefruit. Movement 
of grapefruit was fifty per cent heav- 
ier than during late November, 1927. 
About 860 cars came from Florida 
and 100 from Texas. Orange for- 
wardings increased to 2,245 cars for 
the seven-day period. California was 
credited with 1,600 and Florida with 
slightly over 600. Grape shipments 
dropped again to 870 cars, compared 
with 425 a year ago. 

Bunched carrots from California 
were jobbing at $3.50-$4.00 per crate. 
About 190 cars moved from that state. 
New York originated only 28 cars. The 
f.o.b. range in western New York was 
$1.25-$1.35 per bushel basket or $2.35 
per 100-pound sack. City dealers re- 
ceived mostly $1.50-$1.75 per bushel 
for New York stock. The Texas car- 
rot season got under way with first 
arrivals in New York city, jobbing at 
$2.50-$3.00 per bushel basket.

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Report Brokers’ Loans Set 
Record Causes Stampede

New York. December 8.—(4)—The 
ramatie collapse in stock prices, co- 
incident with the raising of call 
money rates to the highest level in 
eight years, overshadowed all other 
developments in this week's financial 
markets. In the short space of twu 
days, two-thirds of the gains recorded 
in the wild speculation since election 
day were wiped out, and hundreds of 
millions of dollars in paper profits 
lost. 

It was the most violent reaction in 
the long and colorful history of the 
New York Stock Exchange. . Due to 
the unusually heavy margins demand- 
ed by leading brokerage houses and 
speculative accounts, there apparently 
were no serious financial casualties 
such as have accompanied some of the 
big breaks of former years. 


Record Loans Factor. 


The rise in call money closely fo!- 
lowed reports of record-breaking brok- 
ers’ loans totals by the New York 
Stock Exchange and the New York 
Federal Reserve bank, the former fig- 
ure crossing $6,000,000,000 for the 
first time. This tremendous absorp- 
tion of funds for speculative purposes,

with increasing holiday de 


income tax payments and the recent 
loss of gold, brought about a tempo- 
rary credit stringency which finally 
upset the stock market structure. 

Except for the adverse comment on 
speculation by the secretary of the 
treasury in his annual report, and the 
credit stringency, there was nothing 
in the week’s news to create bearish 
sentiment. 


The weekly steel trade reviews were 


optimistic in character, stating that 
November pig iron output was the 
largest of any November in several 
years and that current mill operations 
were holding around 83 to 85 per cent 
of capacity. The oil industry was in- 
clined to take a cheerful view of the 
annual meeting of the American Pe- 
troleum institute, at which the efforts 
to bring about a curtailment of pro- 
duction received widespread attention 
and approval. Holiday trade of re- 
tail stores was reported to be proceed- 
ing at record-breaking proportions. 


All Stocks Affected. 


All stocks were affected by the re- 
action in prices but the high priced 
specialties, which have been whirled 
up to dizzy heights by pool operators, 
were the hardest hit. Radio, Mont- 
somery Ward, Sears-Roebuck, Wright 
Aeronautical, Adams Express and sev- 
eral others sold 25 to 75 points below 
their high prices of the year. 

Coppers showed acute weakness de- 
spite the recent series of favorable 
dividend announcements and the rela- 
tive firmness of the price of copper 
metal. Oils also fell back sharply de- 
spite trade predictions of increased 
profits in 1929. Motors were heavily 
sold in the belief that keen competi- 
tion and lower prices on some models 
would cut. into profits next year. 

Rails yielded with the industrials, 
although most of the first-class roads 
are making splendid comparisons in 
the closing months of the year with 
the same period a year ago. There 
also has been talk of higher dividends 
on the stocks of the Pennsylvania, 
Northern Pacific and Baltimore-& 
Ohio railroads in the near future.

Mizell and Thomason Select- 
ed for Halfback Posts; 
Pund Starting Cen- 
ter of Outfit. 


BY DICK HAWKINS. 

If you have a well-founded desire 
to go raving, tearing crazy and bite 
your grandmother on the ear, there 
is one simple way to accomplish your 
purpose. You may reach this delectable 
state of dementia without failing in 
the stock market, acquiring il! health 
or drinking some of your best friend's 
“real Scotch.” All you need to do is 
try and pick an “all-anything team” 
of football players. 

Before going further with this dis- 
course on southern footballs astro 
nomical prerogativities let it be known 
that Mrs. Hawkin’s eldest son has 
discovered, after considerable cogita- 
tion, that these “all-anything” teams 
are a lot of prune juice in so far as 
their general accuracy is concerned. 

With football at its present high 
state of development the selection of 
an all-Southern, or an all-American 
or an all-Sandlot team is just a lot 
of guessing no matter who does the 
selecting. 

With this in mind your correspon- 
dent has made a resolve this year 
which he will choose to follow in 
years to come. He will pick a football 
squad which will be known as The 
Constitution’s all-Southern squad. 

Several Reasons. 

There are several reasony for this 
move. The first is fully explained 
above. If just one “‘first team” is se- 
lected it is possible to fill a very tew 
positions with the satisfaction of 
knowing that the men named in these 
berths are unquestionably the best in 
the community but in the other posi- 
tions one must follow a system of 
“trading” schools or otherwise arrive 
at conclusions that are buund to be 
based on personal prejudices. 

In this age of advanced football 
when all-star teams are actually be- 
ing selected for the purpose of play- 
ing games against other all-star out- 
fits any selection of an “‘all-anything’ 
would be an empty gesture unless the 
players selected were theoretically fit 
to play together on a team. 

By this method of reasoning it is, 
entirely evident that the selection of 
one team of 11 men would be pal- 
pably a mistake, whereas the selection 
of 22 of the best men in the confer- 
ence would give any coach handling 
the team a chance to pick his best 
combinations. One individual might 
be a better all-around football player 
than the other man for his position 
but he might not fit into one team 
while he did in the other. 

The 1928 Selection. 

Your correspondent reached the 
above conclusions after long consulta- 
tions with coaches, players and writ- 
ers who have had considerable experi- 
ence in their various fields, The ar- 
tual selections in our all-Southern 
squad were made with t&e aid of Bill 
Fincher, all-American tackle and line 
coach at Georgia Tech, who has been 
writing for The Constitution this year. 

Bill is of the frank opinion that the 
selection of one “all-Southern” works 
an injustice to many players and is 
merely an empty gesture from the 
standpoint of working football. So 
with this bit of explanation let us 
launch into the story of our selections 
for The Constitution’s all-Southern 
squad. ; 

The personnel of the squad is as 
follows: 

Centers: Pund, of Tech, and Pressley, 
of Clemson. ; 
Guards: Drennon, of Tech; Farris, of 

North Carolina; Jacobson, of Geor- 

gia, and Hagler, of Alabama.

Peter Pund at Center.

That is one 
of the positions where Uncle William 
Fincher and your correspondent had 
no trouble. When time comes for re- 
placement this position would be well 
filled by Pressley, who hasn't made a 
bad snap on offense in three years, 
though his defensive work is not as 
‘good as that of Pund. 

At the guard positions Drennon and 
Farris would start. Both of these men 
are bruisers though not large. Both 
weigh just a bit more than 180 pounds 
and either could play the roving posi- 
tion. Both are chain lightning if call- 
ed upon to go down under punts and 
both have good use of their hands. 
When one or both of them comes out 
Jacobson and Westhrooke can fill the 
position without any appreciable loss 
of efficiency. Both of these men are 
stars of aggressiveness and both are 
fast, though not as speedy as Drennon 
and Farris.

Clark, Colorado Star, 
Scored in Every Game 


Nowhere was the race any swifter 
than that for the backfield positions. 
It is noteworthy, therefore, that Earl 
Harry (Dutch) Clark, ball-carrying 
terror and halfback extraordinary of 
Colorado college, gets mto the back- 
field combination with Red Cagle, of 
the Army; Chuck Carroll, of Wash- 
ington, and Ken Strong, of New York 
university, to give the Rocky Moun- 
tain its first chance shot at all-Amert- 
can fame and glory. 

Clark, declared to be the greatest 
player the Rocky Mountain area has 
ever produced, gains the quarterback 
position only after sharp contest from 
a formidable group of rival candidates. 
including Howard Harpster, pride of 
the eastern general staff; Clyde Crab- 
tree, versatile star of the Florida Al- 
ligators; Freddy Hovde, of Minnesota ; 
Howard Maple, of Oregon State, and 
Don Williams, of Southern California. 

All possess unusual qualities, but 
none a} pears to combine all the essen- 
tials of football greatness so much as 
Clark. Clark, alternating this year 
at quarterback and fullback, perhaps 
lacks the polished generalship and 
passing artistry of Harpster, but the 
“Flying Dutchman” is’ considerably 
more useful at bucking a line, skirting 
the ends or backing up a line. Unu- 
sually rugged, Clark in two years of 
keen competition has not failed to 
score at least one touchdown in every 
game. His average gain this vear was 
slightly more than 10 vards for every 
time he handled the ball. 

Charles (Chuck) Carroll, of Wash- 
ington, and Christian Keener (Red) 
Cagle, of the Army, come as close to 
being unanimous as any all-American 
this season.

Great ends were difficult to find 
this year. The first choices for flank- 
men, Ike Frankain, of St. Mary’s, and 
Date Van Sickel, of Florida's fine 
team. rank high, but do not dominate 
the field. ‘The biggest man on the 
team outside of Frank Speer, Georgia 
Tech tackle, Frankain is nevertheless 
fast and rated by Pacific coast critics 
as the best all-around end since the 
days of Brick Muller at California. 
Van Sickel is a star at the gassing 
game in addition to being a good block- 
er and tackler. Phillips, of Califor- 
nia; Fesler. of Ohio State: Brown of 
Missouri; Messinger, of West Point, 
and Donchess, of Pittsburgh, were in 
the front rank all year.

In pickifg all-star teams it is absolutely impossible to do justice to 


the majority of great football players in the United States. 


It would 


be possible to select eleven elevens, and nobody could say positively 


which would win if any two of them actually met on the field. 


There 


are between 400 and 500 colleges listed as football institutions and there 


is scarcely one of these that has not one man who would stand out | 


in any company. 


Players on losing teams and play-' 


ers on the teams of smaller institu- 
tions do not get the credit due them. 
For example, every one knows that 
Ellis, of Tufts, probably is as fine a 
quarterback as there i§ in the Jand, 
but you cannot rate him above those 
who have performed brilliantly against 
harder opposition. It is the same 
with such backs as Brazil, of Detroit, 
and Neal, of Western Maryland, or 
such guards as Beloin, of Fordham, 
Kevorkian, of Brown, and Thompson 
of LaFayette. 
Depends on Others. 

When engaged in a search for men 
of all-star caliber, one naturally de- 
pends largely on the words. of 
coaches, officials and opposing play- 
ers, They rarely agree. The coach 
who sees a man in one game may not 
see eye to eye with the man who sees 
him in every game. Sometimes 2 
coach is prejudiced. 

I like, when I can, to get the opin- 
ion of the players. Their line on a 
man is likely to be correct. I like 
best to supplement all information by 
a sight of the man in action. If he 
looks not good to me, what care I 
how good he be? It is upon my head 
that the indignation of the old grads 
descends. 

I have seen in action every player 
of the first eleven I have selected. 
Other elevens may or may not be bet- 
ter. I know this one is good. Howe 
is so fine a center that Bill Roper 
told me that without this boy the ef- 
ficiency of the Princeton team de- 
creased to an astounding’ extent. 
Post and Green are powerful guards. 
Meehan says that Lassman is the bast 
tackle he ever coached—or saw. Men 
who played against Schleusner assert 
that he is as tough as they come. Fes- 
ler and Lawlor will do for ends on 
any eleven. 

I have not called any man of these 
elerens “quarterback” or “fullback.” 
Under the modern system of football. 
those terms don’t mean anything. You 
merely have four backs. Cagle or 
Scull could call signals, if the eleven 
didn’t use the huddle. So could most 
of the other players. All that would 
be .needed would be a center who 
could pass the ball to any of these 
four backs and the team would have a 
fine passer in Howe. 

Are Versatile. 

There isn’t a man in that hackfield 
who cannot run the ends, go off tackle, 
cut back, or. hit the center. There 
isn’t a man there who can not run in- 
terference, block.and tackle. There 
is not a man there who can not throw, 
eatch and kick the ball.

Tricky Offensive Is Flashed 
by Losers But Breaks Stop 
Scoring Drives. 


New York, December 8.—()—Def- 
inite action on the application for re- 
instatement of Big Bill Tilden was 
postponed today until February by 
the executive committee of the United 
States Lawn Tennis association at its 
December sessions. 

Tilden’s application for reinstate- 
ment was considered briefly today, but 
the committee voted to refer it to 
the amateur rule committee with in- 
structions that that body investigate 
it further, correspond and confer with 
Tilden and report at the next meet- 
ing of the executive committee, set for 
February 8 in Boston, the day before 
the annual meeting of the Lawn Ten- 
nis association. 


Rule Adopted. 


In connection with the Tilden case 
the Davis cup committee recommended 
to the executive committee, which ap- 
prove it, adoption of the following 
rule: ' | 
“No player, while a member of the 
Davis cup, Wightman cup or inter- 
national team representing the Unit- 
ed States, shall write or give inter- 
views or contribute in any way ten- 
nis material to newspapers, magazines 
or other publications, including radio 
talks whether or not for a considera- 
tion.”

Birmingham, Ala., Vecember 8.—(/) 
Alabama’s massive Crimson Tide was 
forced to release its full fury in the 
season's football finale here this after- 
noon to throttle Louisiana State’s Pur- 
ple and Gold Tiger, 13 to 0. Twelve 
thousand shivering fans saw the game. 

Hugging to straight, hard running 
football for three periods the Tide 
eked over a touchdown early in the 
first half, then unfolded its midget 
spinning marvel, © John Randolph 
Campbell, late in the final period to 
score the final touchdown. 

Crimson Scored. 

Louisiana threw a scare into the 
Crimson in the first period when 
Brown skirted his left end for 3 
ards, Captain Earl Smith, of Ala- 
ama, dragging him down on the Tide’s 
oi-yard line. Brown was injured and 
forced to leave the game, and with 
him seemed to gu the Tiger's offen- 
sive for the remainder of the period. 
Louisiana punted and on a reverse 
Tony Holm ripped off 30 yards to 
place the ball on State’s 30-yard line. 
Campbell knifed through center for 
15 yards and a five-yard penalty and 
two short plunges by Hicks and Camp- 
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bell sent the latter across for Alaba- 
ma’s first counter. Hicks fumbled 
in the attempt for the extra point. 

Louisiana sprung a tricky offensive 
for the next two periods with two 
breaks blighting her two best scoring 
chances. Alabama weathered the storm 
and with the advent of the final pe- 
riod turned the yardage task over to 
the stumpy Campbell. 

Faking Reverses. 

With the ball on Alabama’s 45- 
yard line Campbell started faking re- 
verse plays, picking up his puzzling 
spin behind the veterans, Hagler and 
Pearce. His first whirl at the line 
netted 12 yards, the second 15. and 
five more, coupled with ten Hicks 
yicked up on a reverse, placed. the 
all on the Tiger’s’ six-yard line. 
Louisiana stiffened with Captain Tins- 
ley, playing a great defensive game. 

Alabama sent three thrusts into the 
line before Campbell could make it 
first down on the one-yard stripe from 
where Holm crashed over on a double 
reverse. Skidmore found the posts for 
the extra point from placement. 

The Tigers unleashed two tricky lit- 
tle halfbacks in Alston and Hendrix. 
The two causing the Tide worry 
aplenty until they were removed from 
the game from near exhaustion. With 
their exit Hank Stovall:started shoot- 
ting passes to the lanky Swanson at 
end, but Howard, Alabama lineman, 
stopped this threat on Alabama's 30- 
yard line when h* intercepted one of 
the tosses and raced into midfield. 
The Tigers other sustained drive was 
halted in the third period when Reeves 
fumbled for an 18-yard loss after the 
hall had been advanced to the Crimson 
16-yard line. 

Tinsley Is Star. 

The brilliant play of Tinsley. at 
tackle, in bringing his college foot- 
ball eareer to a close was met iv 
equally as brilliant a manner on the 
opposite side of the line~by Clark 
Pearce and Hagler, who turned in 
their moleskins after three great years 
at Alabama.

The general belief is that favorable 
action will be taken at the February 
meeting. 

On the recommendation of the Da- 
vis cup committee, it was decided that 
the United States would challenge 
in 1929 for the Davis cup in_ the 
American zone as heretofore. It also 
was announced that this country 
would challenge for the Wightman 
cup, competition for which to be 
held in the United States next year.

Munfordville, Ky., December 8.— 
(P)—Apparently unconcerned as to his 
fate, George Miller, 40, Horse Cave 
butcher, today heard a Hart county 
circuit court jury find him guilty of 
the “eellar grave” murder of Miss 
Lula Kirchner, Cincinnati, and fix 
his sentence at life imprisonment.

Miller 
claimed Mrs. Martin told him that her 
brother, Ferris, had killed Miss Kirch- 
ner and that she later had killed her 
brother in a quarrel. 

The defense attempted to prove 
Miller was in Horse Cave the day 
Miss Kirchner was killed. 

The jury was given instructions by 
Judge Basil Richardson at 8 o'clock 
this morning after. the defense had 
completed its testimony last night.

TELLS MOTORISTS HOW 
{0 TEST THEIR BRAKES 


Though the latest brake testing ma- 
chines are not available to every 
motorist there is no reason why any 
driver should be at a loss to know 
whether his rear brakes are equalized, 
in the opinion of brake experts on the 
staff of the Russell Manufacturing 
company. Intelligent use of the speedo- 
meter is said to be a handy means of 
meeting this problem.

tax appeals. 

The board not only upheld Couzens’

“IT have far too much money,” he 
said.

Couzens is a short, sturdily-built 
man, who can smile easily but fight 
strongly oin a legislative cause. Un- 
like many senators, he is not an ora- 
tor—and _ realizes it. He makes 
speeches only as necessity demands. 

He is one of the staunchest sup- 
porters in the senate of high income 
and inheritance taxes although they 
hit him harder than any other man 
in that body.

Low rent- 
als, with the trend pointing up- 
ward, is another feature of the 


market revealed by the survey. 
Report of findings from a survey 
tomparing the rental situation of to- 
day with that of this time last year 
in apartments, residences, business 
stores and warehouse space was drawn 
from questionnaires sent to members 
and from other sources of information. 
A summary of the report follows: 
“The apartments situation in At- 
lanta today is the same as it was 
at this date in 1927. The average 
vacancy ‘is 14 per cent; this is the 
same vacancy that existed in 1927. 
As 10 per cent is ccnsidered normal, 
the vacancy now is 4 per cent over 
normal.

Surplus Apartments. 


“Overbuilding of apartments in 


Atlanta is evident, and this alone is 


reason for the present situation. 
Buildings constructed during the past 
year have been more than excessive, 
and unless some remedy is offered 
the net inconre from apartment build- 
ings will continue to decrease. It is 
that construction of 
apartments be stopped, and that when 
they are built that they be financed 
on a sounder basis. 

“Tt is evident that location of apart- 
ments is playing a great part in the 
occupancy percentage. Fewer vacan- 
cies are found in apartments well lo- 
cated than in those that do not en- 
joy this advantage. It is felt that, 
with the present rental of apartments 
in Atlanta, when buildings have a 10 
per cent vacancy, and over, that this 
vacancy goes a long way in consum- 
ing the owner's profit. 

Homes, Stores Good. 

“The present rental demand for 
homes is reported as being slightly bet- 
ter than that of this time in 1927. It 
is shown that most any residence in a 
good location and in good condition 
can be rented without much delay. The 
rents on residences are reported a lit- 
tle off from those of 1927. At present 
the construction of homes is somewhat 
off, and it is felt that this wil] have 


.a tendency to improve the condition. 


At the same time, the discontinuing of 
building for awhile would be a sure 
cure, 

“The rental demand for business lo- 
eations is reported as being slightly 
better than in 1927. The demand for 
downtown and close-in business units 
is firm and, with proper rents, ten- 
ants can be secured. 

“The rental demand for community 
eenter business stores is somewhag bet- 
ter—that is in the good community de- 
velopments—but there is reported an 
excess of business units for rent at 
places where construction has taken 
place without proper consideration as 
to the purchasing power in the area 
to be served by the units constructed. 

Zoning Law Aids. 

“Adoption of the zoning law at the 
last general election will help this sit- 
uation and, when the new city zoning 
ordinance is adopted and put into ef- 
fect, improvement should be regisfered. 

“Demand for warehouse space is 
about the same as in 1927, showing a 
slight weakness. This is brought 
about by over-building. The rents are 
reported as being fair. 

“From the above data, which is com- 

red with the report of 1927, it is evi- 

ent that the renting situation is about 
the same. No special increase is shown 
for any class of renting property. It 
is felt that the condition of rents is 
more staple and that they are gradu- 
ally seeking the normal level. 

*A factor that would help the rent- 
ing market in all classes is elimina- 
tion of speculative building. It is 
realized that in construction a large 
number of different interests are in- 
volved which make it hard to control, 
but at the same time, if construction 
would stop for 12 months a big im-

Meeting at Birmingham To

What will be the work of the future 


for the dealer in farm lands? That 
is the question which the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
will have before it at a special con- 
ference to be held by its farm lands 
division in Birmingham, Ala., in con- 
nection with the annual business meet- 
ing of the association, January 23, 2 
and 25. 

George S. Wehrwein, professor of 
agricultural economies at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, will address the di- 
vision on the future work of the farm 
land realtor. 

Professor Wehrwein has recently 
made a study of land settlement in 
northern Wisconsin and in Texas, ex- 
amining in detail the motives which 
bring families to the land and their 
history as settlers. As a member 
of the staff of the institute of. land 
economics and publie utilities, North- 
western university, he earlier made an 
important study of farm tenancy, the 
study being an examination in detail 
of the actual farm ownership in se- 
lected counties of Illinois, Wisconsin 
and Iowa. The study brought out both 
the type of tenure and the degree to 
which farming by the owner is being 
superseded by farming by a tenant. 

The study went into the question of 
how far the farm laborer becomes a 
farm tenant and how far the farm ten- 
ant becomes a farm owner. 

An analysis of the present demand 
for Jand will be brought before the 
division at the Birmingham meeting by 
Arthur J. Mertzke. of Chicago. Mr 
Mertzke, who is the head of the as- 
sociation’s department of research and 
education, will give the results of an 
investigation of actual recent farm 
sales, bringing out what the sales in- 
dicate as to who is buying farm land 
nt the present time, and what price 
tendencies are. 

Suggested standard forms for the 
appraisal of farm land will be brought 
hefore the division by C. B. Jennett, 
of Chicago, chairman of-a committee 
appointed to work out such forms. 

The proposed standard forms are 
expected to be a pronounced influence 
for the more accurate valuation of 
farm properties. 

Joseph E. Johnson, of Champaign, 
Til. farm manager for the Citizens 
State bank, Champaign, will address 
the division on “What I Would Do If 
I Were a Farm Land Realtor.’’ 

A. John Berge, of Chicago, sales 
councillor for the national association, 
will illustrate the use which farm land 
dealers can make of charts, maps and 
other visual aids in bringing before 
prospective buyers the advantages of 
a given property.

‘to start negotiations Monday to con- 


clude a multi-lateral covenant of arbi- 
tration and conciliation designed to 
assure permanent peace in the west- 
ern hemisphere. 

Responding to a resolution adopted 
at the Havana Pan-American congress 
last *‘ebruary, all American republics 
but Argentina have designated repre- 
sentatives in the hope of establishing 
firmly the principle of compulsory ar- 
bitration for the peaceful settlement 
of international disputes and to pro- 
vide means for smoothing over inter- 
national quarrels for which no machin- 
ery now exists. 

Argentina, although a signatory of 
the Havana resolution, declined at the 
last minute to send delegates to the 
forthcoming gathering. 

The objectives of the conference will 
be two. The first will be to reduce to 
as few as possible the types of inter- 
national disputes which all participat- 
ing countries do not feel ready. to 
have arbitrated, and to stipulate how 
all others would come under such a 
system of adjudication. 

The second will be the establishment 
of machinery whereby any dispute 
which should defy solution by any 
other means would be subjected to the 
review of an impartial. international 
commission. Pending final decision by 
the commission the disputants would 
be obliged to refrain for one year from 
any warlike activities, thus providing 
a “cooling off” period. 


Gil DEFIES MEXICO 
LABOR FEDERATION 


Mexico City, December 8.—()—The 
political situation created by the at- 
tiftude of the Mexican federation of 
labor «toward the administration of 
President Portes Gil was called “‘un- 
important and transitory” by the chief 
executive today. He gave this charac- 
terization to a gathering of foreign 
newspaper correspondents, telling them 
that C. R. O. M., as the federation is 
popularly known, represented only a 
minority of the Mexican proletariat 
with its strength concentrated in Mex- 
ico City. 

Luis N. Morones, leader of C. R. O. 
M., was making a drastic appeal for 
justice, while the president was _ be- 
littling his following. He spoke at 
the final session of the federation con- 
vention just after he had been named 
head of a new directing committee of 
the organization. 

The nation has nothing to fear from 
Cc, R. OQ. M. as it seeks only respect 
for the worker's movement and does 
not desire violence, he declared. He 
reiterated that efforts were being made 
to disrupt the federation and dramat- 
ically added: 

“Morones will die at his post, rather 


than abdicate.” 

The president and Aurelio Man- 
rique, agrarian leader, were assailed by 
numerous speakers at the convention. 
Manrique was leader of the attack 
on Morones in the chamber of dep- 
uties, He had also eriticized former 
President Calles for the latter’s ap- 
pearance at the labor convention.

A simply constructed apparatus 
know as the Excelso .water heater, 
manufactured by the Excelso Products 
corporation, a subsidiary of the Amer- 
ican Radiator company, is being wide- 
ly used as an auxiliary to a steam- 
heating plant for the supplying of hot 
water for house use.

The copper coil also has 
two openings and is attached to pipes 
leading to the inlet and outlet of the 
hot water supply boiler. 

When the water in the boiler is 
heated to boiling point (212 degrees 
F.), the copper tube in the Excelso 
is immersed in water heated at 212 
degree. The action of the water in

Rain water, concentrating in gutters 
and rushing in flood volume to down- 
spouts, severely tests rust-weakened 
metal. That is why gutters and rain 
pipes of iron last only five to eight 
years, while those made of 16-ounce 
copper "wear a lifetime, repaying the 
Slightly higher first cost many times 
over. 

The same is true of flashings— 
strips of metal used to weatherproof 
the roof wherever it comes in contact 
with chimneys, dormer windows or 
other projections. It is most impor- 
tant that the metal used be copper 
because poor flashings will soon rust, 
admitting water to rot the woodwork 
and perhaps to cause considerable 
damage to the interior of the house. 

Aside from their permanence, gut- 
ters, rain pipes and flashings of cop- 
per actually save an average of $24 
a year, year after year, because once 
installed they require no further at- 
tention.

The house contains 24,500 cubic feet, and is offered as plan No. 339-S. 


Portland cement stucco with wide’ 


brown-stained siding and rigid asbes- 
tos shingtes have been used for the 
exterior, with common brick chimney, 


steel casement windows for the sun 
room and forged iron hardware in 
English design. Slate floors for the 
entry and hearth. 

Due to the location of the stairs 
one has access to the second floor 
from the kitchen without having fe 
pass through other rooms, a feature 
that has several advantages. A pleas- 
antly large living room with well 
placed fireplace and sun room of good 
size are points about the first floor 
plan that are worth noting. 

Overhang Increases Space. 

On the second floor there are three 
good bedrooms, a roomy bath and six 
closets. Additional space is gained 
for the bedrooms by an overhang of 
the second story on the front of the 
house which is not evident, due to ex- 
terior design. 

If the builder of this design gives 
careful thought to selection of hard- 
ware and lighting fixtures, and makes 
suitable allowance in his budget for 
these items, the appearance of the fin- 
ished house will repay him, for both 
hardware and fixtures may be pur- 
chased that harmonize with the archi- 
tecture of the house. It is attention 
given to such details that make a 
home out of the ordinary and pleas- 
ing, even if it is no more costly than 
neighboring dwellings. 

An ougline of the specifications rec- 
ommended for the enduring construc- 
tion of this plan is as follows: 

Masonry—Concrete footings under 
all walls, as shown on drawings. All 
foundation walls to be of poured con- 
erete or concrete block made with 
Portland cement. Concrete to _ be 
mixed with waterproofing compound. 


Foundation walls may be of common 


brick, laid in one-to-three Portland ce- 
ment mortar, at owner’s option. Chim- 
ney of common brick; all flues lined. 
Fireplace selected brick; provide ash 
dump with clean-out door in cellar. 
Steel basement windows of standard 
sizes with cam-acting latch and double 
contact weathering shall be used. 
Incinerator—Built-in incinerator to 
be installed in chimney, with receiv- 


“ing hopper door located in or near the 


kitchen for disposal of garbage and 
trash. Basement-fed type at owner’s 
option. 

Carpentry—All framing lumber 
shall be well seasoned and free from 
large knots, either Douglas fir or yel- 


low pine. Exterior walls of wide sid- 
ing, where shown on drawings. Cali- 
fornia white pine for exterior millwork 
and interior trim; oak floors; steel! 
bridging for floor joists, Interior 
doors and built-in kitchen cabinet as 
required. 

Stucco Work—Exterior walls fin- 
ished with three coats of Portland ce- 
ment stucco on metal lath, where 
shown on plans. Finish coat colored 
and textured as directed. 

Hardware—Owner shall furnish all 
hardware. Exterior hardware shall be 
rustproof. Hinges for entrance doors 
shall be of the ballbearing or anti- 
friction type’ equipped with roller pins. 
Designed hardware to be of forged 
iron in English tulip or Warwick de- 
sign unless otherwise specified. Ga- 
rage hardware shall be sliding and 
folding type, depending on type of 
opening, delivered complete in original 
box. 

Casement Windows — To insure 
maximum light and air steel casement 
windows in single or multiple units 
with transom as shown on drawings 
are recommended. All corners to be 
electrically welded; all muntins to be 
flush on both interior and exterior 
faces. Malleable iron or solid bronze 
hardware to be used. Frames to be 
anchored with continuous angles. 
Sereens of bronze wire are recom- 
mended. 

Plastering and Lathing—Three- 
coat work over metal lath is recom- 
mended. A less expensive job may 
be obtained through the use of one- 
half inch of plaster over flat rib ex- 
panded metal lath or wood lath. In- 
sulating lumber or plaster-board may 
be used if desired by owner. Lime 
plaster for base coats, with finishing 
hydrate for smooth, white finfsh coat 
or textured finish, is recommended 
for all plastering. 

Metal Work—Gutters, rain-pipes, 
valleys and flashings to be sixteen- 
ounce copper. 

Roofing—Roof of rigid asbestos 
shingles; styles, thicknesses, colors, 
sizes and shapes as specified; to be 
laid in accordance with manufactur- 
er’s instructions. Stained cedar shin- 
gles at owner’s option. 

Painting—Strictly pure white lead 
and linseed oil in proper proportion, 
with zine oxide where desired, or a 
good grade of ready-mixed paint shall 
be used. Interior trim to receive two 
good coats of flat paint and one coat 
of nat enamel.

Leidner later was exonerated by a 
coroner’s verdict of accident. 


Swanson Invokes 
Habitual Criminal 
Statute in Chicago 


Chicago, December 8.—(#)—John 
A. Swanson, Cook county’s new state’s 
attorney, today ordered enforcement 
of the habitual criminal act, passed 
in 1883 but seldom used. Under that 
law, criminals can be sentenced to 
life imprisonment. when convicted of 
a second time for robbery or burglary. 

“We do not need any other laws to 
break the back of crime,” Swanson 
said. “If the habitual] criminal act 
is strictly enforced, it will do just 
as much good as the passage of a 
new law patterned after the Baumes 
act of New York.” 

Swanson ran for the office of 
state’s attorney in November on a 
platform pledging him to put an end 
to the “unholy alliance of crime and 
politics” and to rout the criminal ele- 
ment.

Crackl'ng of Plaster. 


That the addition of a subfloor has 
a valuable stiffening effect in wooden 
floor construction is confirmed by re- 
cent tests at the Forests Products 
laboratory, United States forest servy- 
ice, on 30 different constructions con- 
forming to floor designs and conditions 
met with in common practice. These 
tests indicate that a subfloor adds very 
appreciably to the strength of a floor 
system by distributing loads placed 
upon it, reduces floor distortion and 
vibration, diminishes the cracking of

Washington, December 8.—( United 
Sews)—VDrohibition enforcement dur- 
ing the coming year, dry officials in- 
dicated tonight, will be neither more 
nor less drastic than it is now. 

In making this forecast, however, 
they admitted they were leaving out 
of consideration any possible changes 
in. policy that may occur when the 
new administration takes office next 
March 4. 


While there is an apparent increase 


of $770,860 allotted to the dry unit 
‘by the $1,116,675,000 treasury-postof- 


fice appropriation bil] just passed by 


the house, this bill will be almost en- 


tirely taken up by higher pay for em- 
ployees. 

In his appearance before the appro- 
— committee, Commissioner 
James M. Doran explained that $767.,- 
164 for the increased appropriation 
asked will be necessary to provide pay 
raises under the Welch act. 

The actual amount available to the 
prohibition bureau for enforcement of 
the dry and anti-narcotic laws, there- 


. fore, will be $12.732.836, an increase 


over last year of only $3,696. Of- 
ficials said it will not be possible to 
do much more than is already being 
done. 

Treasury officials, including Secre- 
tary Mellon, frown on President-elect 
Hoover's suggestion in campaign 
speeches, that a commission be ap- 
pointed to investigate prohibition con- 


‘Alitions. 


Statements from officials of the pro- 
hibition unit indicate that there will 

no radical departures after next 
March 4 from the policies pursued 
in the past. . 

“We are already doing all that is 


possible with our available force and 
appropriation and I cannot see now 
how any change of poliey could possi- 
bly better our present accomplish- 
ments,” Dr. Doran said. 

He called attention to what he told 
the house appropriations committee— 
“if congress wants to embark in the 
police business it will take $300.,- 
ae and a police force covering the 
and.” 

Two major changes, however, are in 
prospect for the dry service during the 
coming year. Renewed efforts will be 
made to have Canada sign a treaty 
shutting off the flow of liquor now 
pouring across the northern border. 

Canadian public opinion is under- 
stood, however, to oppose such a regu- 
lation.. Newspaper summaries of the 
Canadian viewpoint hold that it is 
not Canada’s concern how much rum 
is shipped here by Canadians as long 
as their customs laws are not vio- 
lated. 

Existing treaties with Canada pro- 
vide that officials here shall be ad- 
vised of all liquor shipments cleared 
through their customs for this. coun- 
trv. What is sought is a treaty for- 
bidding clearance of any liquor ship- 
ments to United States ports. 

During the forthcoming year, also. 
the dry service will be placed com- 
pletely under the civil service. At 
present only about 1,000 of the 1,500 
agents are civil service employees.

Seven Hours Away by Airplane; 


Modern Cabin Ships Provide Safe, Pleasant Travel 


Travel by air to Chicago in the bi 


deen provided*for passengers. 


Seven hours away, Chicago from 
Atlanta. That is all. Every day, 
now, the interested observer can see 
three or four or six modern travelers 
who have learnt that the time-dis- 


tance between the metropolis of the 
midwest and the metropolis of the 
south has been cut to this point, 
They are traveling by air, in the 
modern cabin planes of Interstate Air- 
lines, Inc., which leave both Atlanta 
and Chicago every morning about 9:50 
o'clock and arrive at their destina- 
tions at 4:30 o’clock. They are trav- 
eling on schedule, bearing mail, ex- 
press and passengers and they are be- 
coming known as a means of fast 
transport as normal as automobile or 
train, Incidentally, according to of- 
ficial figures, they are a safer means 
of travel than any other except steam- 


ship. 
| Much Mail Carried. 


Today there is, on a daily average, 
300 pounds of air mail coming into 
Atlanta, and 430 pounds going out. 
These figures were given out at the 
postoffice Saturday. Of this poundag 
45 pounds incoming and 65 pounds 
outgoing is credited to the new At- 
lanta-Chicago route. @ This does not 
include the opening day mail, which 
is always heavy, and officials pointed 
out that there is always a slump right 
after operations have started, with 
the invariable experience of a grad- 
ual steady increase thereafter. 

This fact is illustrated in the pres- 
ent daily averages for the older estab- 
lished lines operating from this city. 
On the Atlanta-New York line, for 
instance, there is a daily average of 
165 pounds incoming and 200 pounds 
outgoing. Figures for the Atlanta- 
Miami service show 65 pounds both 
ways and on the Atlanta-New Or- 
leans, 8O pounds daily incoming and 
100 pounds outgoing. 

Opened Last Saturday. 

It was only a week ago, on: Satur- 
day, December 2, that this new Chi- 
cago line opened. That it fills a real 
need is shown by the fact that not 
a trip bas been made since with less 
than two or three passengers and, on 
several occasions, the plane has been 
filled to capacity with six passengers 
and the pilot.

WILBUR PRAISES 
WORK OF MARINES 


-———— 


Washington, December 8.—(®)—A 
‘recital praising the work of the ma- 
rines, now on a front with flanks in 
Nicaragua and China, reporting im- 
and rejoicing in the high morals of his 
'branch of the national defense, is con- 
tained in the annual report of Secre- 
tary Wilbur. 

At the same time the report, made 
publie today, said there was an in- 
sufficient enlisted personnel to main- 
tain a balanced fleet and that “a 
shortage, requiring the reduction of 
eessels’ allowances of personnel below 
the point of efficiency existed during 
this current fiscal year” which wotld 
increase unless adequate measures 
were taken. 

The report of the secretary touched 
a wide range of subjects, but dealt 
with especial emphasis on the marines 
work in Nicaragua and the important 
developments in aviation where great 
strides were reported in obtaining the 
aircraft to fill the five-year extension 
program calling for 1,000 planes. 

Marines in Nicaragua. 

Telling of the dispatch of the spe- 
cial service squadron and more than 
5,000 marines and bluejackets to 
Nicaragua, Mr. Wilbur said “The 
American naval forees in 
have executed a very difficult duty 
with tact and forbearance. 

“They have used force only where 
absolutely necessary and have con- 
tributed as much as poégsible to the 
happiness and’ well-being of the Nica- 
raguan people,” he ca ge , 

American forces made 8) contacts 
with hostile forces during the year, 
suffering the loss of 19 men killed an 
47 wounded in action in addition to 
two aviators who crashed and later 
died. More than 4,000 marines were 
maintained in China.

TAMES A. PATTEN, KING) 


OF WHEAT PIT, PASSES 


Famous Figure in Grain Fu- 
tures Operation Dies at 
Age of 76. 


Chicago, December 8.—(/)—James 
A. Patten, 76-year-old retired “wheat 
king,” died today at his home in 
Evanston, IIL, of pneumonia. 

Although confined to his bed since 
November 30, the serious nature of 
| Ris illness was not discovered until 
‘last night. His widow, his son, Jack, 
and three physicians were at the bed- 
side when he died. 

Almost coincidentally with the death 
of the aged financier, the Chicago 
Board of Trade abandoned the old 
building and the pits in which he 


gained his fortune and sent his fame 
wide and far by his spectacular deal- 
ings in wheat, corn and oats. 

Born on an Illinois farm, Mr. Pat- 
ten knew grain at its source from the 
time he learned to walk. In his early 
twenties he became familiar with the 
machinery of the pit after saving a 
few dollars from a meager farm 
salary. 

He built his fortune through the 
period when the pit called for fast 
thinking and he never wavered from 
a set standard of business principles, 
which, among other things, barred 
gambling. 

; Maintaining staunch views on char- 
‘acter, Mr. Patten insisted that young 
{men in his employ save at least half 
| of their salaries. 
| Starting as a speculator in the late 
seventies, Mr. Patten bought “calls” 
}in the corn market with $2,500, his 
entire savings. He closed out with a 
profit of $25,000. The money was 
quickly reinvested and it multiplied 
several times over. By 1890 he was 
a recognized leader in the grain pits. 

In an attempt to corner the wheat 
market in 1909, he bought 30,000,000 
bushels of wheat. The scheme was 
wrecked by publicity. In 1910 he en- 
gineered a cotton “cofner” with. oth- 
ers which resulted in huge profits and 
a fine of $4.000 for violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law.

| for the protection of reserve No. 1, 
which is estimated to contain 600,000.,- 
000 barrels of oil and which may be 
drained by owners of nearby land 
when they decide to drill. 

Secretary Wilbur predicted a short- 
age of officers would exist for three 
years unless congress appropriated 
funds for a new appointment basis. 
“The rapid development of aviation 
and the increased proportion of 
smaller vessels in the fleet combine to 
require a materially greater percentage 
of officers to men than did our navy 
of 1916,” the report said. 


Sinking of Sub. 


The report made no reference to the 
cruiser bill which passed the house at 
the last session and which is pending 
before the senate. 

Of the several accidents during the 
year, the sinking of the submarine S-4 
with the loss of 40 lives off the Mas- 
sachusetts coast following a collision 
with the coast guard destroyer Pauld- 
‘ing was the worst. 

Secretary Wilbur recommended the 
passage of a bill to prevent stagna- 
tion in promotion of officers of the 
line and another to provide for the re- 
tirement of staff oficers who have 
been passed over by the selection board 
for higher rank. A third bill he urged 
for passage would repeal the measure 
restricting retired officers from being 
employed by concerns furnishing sup- 
plies to the navy department.

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THE MUSCLE SHOALS PROBLEM. 

The old and politically foot-balled 
Muscle Shoals issue has already pre- 
cipitated a controversy in congress. 
It again looks as if there will be 
no legislation on the problem dur- 
ing the short session. 


The message of President Cool- 
idge, while a “straddle” on the is- 
Sue as to its uses for power or for 
commercial nitrates — advocating 
both—plainly shows that he would 
not only veto any real government 
operation bill passed this session, 
but that he favors a lease along the 
lines of the Madden bill. This is 
the bill urged by the American Farm 
_ bureau. 

According to Washington com- 
mentators, sentiment in Washington 
is swinging away from government 
operation and back toward lease to 
a private company under proper 
guarantees and restrictions. 

There are several reasons for this. 
First, it is now evident that the Farm 
Bureau Federation was right when 
it took the position last session that 

_ despite all the talk about govern- 
ment operation, it would be impossi- 
ble to pass a bill providing for gov- 
ernment production and distribution 
of fertilizers that farmers could use. 

This fact has been amply demon- 
Strated. It was made plain even be- 
fore President Coolidge vetoed the 
Norris-Morin so-called government 
operation bill last spring. 

The truth is, the Norris-Morin 
bill did not provide real government 
production and distribution of fer- 
tilizers that farmers could use. The 
house carefully removed all this by 
voting time and again and by heavy 
majorities to substitute throughout 
the bill the words ‘“‘fixed nitrogen” 
wherever the word ‘‘fertilizers’’ had 
appeared. This bill, if it authorized 
production of anything, authorized 
nitrates suitable mainly for sale to 
fertilizer mixing companies. 

But the house conferees, headed 


“3 by Mr. Morin, in their report on the 


amended bill made it plain that the 
bill did not provide for the pro- 
duction of fertilizers. They said it 
“provides for a government cor- 
poration authorized and directed to 
conduct experiments in the produc- 
tion and use of nitrogenous prod- 
ucts.” 

Senator Norris, on the floor-of the 
senate, said in effect that the pur- 
pose of the bill was to produce ex- 
periments rather than fertilizers. 
Senator Norris was not particularly 
interested in fertilizers; he desired 
government distribution of electric 
power.

We commend the 
good work of the Anti-Saloon league, 
which is so much hated by its ene- 
mies, to the sympathy and support of 
the Baptist people.” 


That is sublime and noble, from 
the sentimental standpoint, but 
what does it mean? The Anti-Sa- 
loon league, “‘which is so much 
hated by its enemies,’’ is. a political 
organization in the most ultra sense, 
and if it has ever helped the cause 
of temperance that fact remains to 
be demonstrated. 

The whole truth is, too many of 
us cling to the word “prohibition,” 
and not to the real, underlying prin- 
ciple of temperance. 

Everybody who gives the matter 
real thought, and research, knows 
the deplorable conditions ‘in this 
country today resulting from the 
high tide of the illegal whisky 
traffic. 

In some of the colleges of the 
country, charges have been made 
recently of excessive drinking. 
We believe most of these have been 
exaggerated. However, the fact re- 
mains that this nation is not tem- 
perate, and never will be so long 
as we cling to the word “prohibi- 
tion” without getting to the bottom 
of the illegal whisky evil, and erad- 
icate it. 

We have the law—then let it be 
enforced. If it costs $300,000,000 
a year to do it, then very well! 
Let’s spend the $300,000,000 so 
long as the law remains in the 
Statutes without amendments to 
make it enforceable at less ex- 
pense. 

The point is, the law should 
either be enforced, or it should be 
revised so that it can be enforced.

“Your Black Giants swept the deck 
in every class, winning first, second 
and third cock; first, second and third 
cockerel; first, second, third, fourth 
and fifth hen; ffrst, second, third, 
fourth and fifth pullet; first old pen 
and first young pen. You also won 
the prize for the best display in the 
show.”

DON’T SACRIFICE CORN. 
Commissioner Talmadge, of the 
state department of agriculture, has 

issued the following statement: 


“I am informed that in a great many 
sections of Georgia the farmers are 
selling their corn for 75 cents and’ 80 
cents a bushel. 

“Of course, if it is necessary for the 
farmer to raise some money and he 
can’t do it any other way he would 
have to sell his corn. I am writing 
this article to the farmers who do not 
have to sell their corn at any such 
prices. 

“The corn crop in Georgia, espe- 
cially in south Georgia, is the shortest 
it has been in the past twenty years. 
We have not enough grain in Georgia 


-to supply the demand another year. 


Corn should bring a dollar a_ bushel 
f.o. b. any shipping point in the state 
of Georgia, and the farmer who sells 
it for less than this, unless he is ab- 
solutely forced to do so, will make a 
great mistake.” 

Mr. Talmadge is entirely correct. 
However severe the stress there is 
always a way for a hard-working, 
honest farmer to bridge it. In the 
first place, a good, practical farmer 
so pitches his crops to “‘live at 
home.”’ Such a farmer has little to 
worry about, regardless of off-crop 
conditions that press upon him. At 
any rate, if there is any way to 
avoid it, a farmer should decline to 
Sacrifice his corn. It would be ob- 
viously unsound to the core to sell 
corn at 75 cents a bushel and later 
on, before the next harvesting, buy 
corn to take its place at $1 a 
bushel.

Crop depressions in Georgia this 
year are in spots, and the farmer 
who properly balanced production,

Long Live the King! 


Mexico Makes a Peaceful 


Change; Celebrating Jugo-Slav Disunity; 
Every Man His Own Diplomat.

All over the world anxious eyes 
have scanned each new edition of the 
papers for the latest news of the con- 
dition of King George, of England. 
In this world-wide interest there has 
been little but sincere solicitude for 
the life of a man whose personal de- 
corum and devotion to his duties have 
won universal respect. 

If there has been any other thotight 
in connection with the matter it has 
concerned the sucéession to the throne. 
There seems to be a somewhat wide- 
spread impression that the Prince of 
Wales does not care for the responsi- 
bilities of kingship and will, therefore, 
step aside in favor of his brother, the 
Duke of York. Strengthening this im- 
pression, one hears quoted various 
statements of apocryphal origin to 
the effect that the prince has stated 
that he would not ascend the throne. 


One of our own aspirants to politi- 
cal honors once remarked that no man 
ever ran away from the presidency. 
Heirs apparent in the past have ex- 
hibited no greater inclination to re- 
nounce the higher honor of kingship. 

In his travels about the world the 
Prince of Wales has endeared himself 
to millions of people because of his 
qualities as a man. It should not be

! 


forgotten, however, that these jour- 
neys have been made as a_ public 
service. He has been playing and 
playing well, the part which fell to 
him as the heir to the British throne. 
Possibly no one of his predecessors 
has prepared himself more broadly 
for the duties which would fall upon 
him as king. 

There are a number of _ thrones 
which a young man of spirit: might 
hesitate to mount, but this does not 
apply to the throne of England. As 
king and emperor the British monarch 
occupies a unique position. He is 
much more the symbol of the unity of 
the empire than a ruler. The self- 
governing dominions have already re- 
lieved Londoa of all the responsibili- 
ties of government except those which 
concern the empire as a whole. But 
the question of loyalty to the throne 
has never been seriously raised. With- 
out its king, England would soon find 
herself entangled in problems the so- 
lution of which no one could foresee. 
Even the socialists, with their con- 
genital antipathy to kings, have no 
desire to abolish the British throne. 


For the second time in succession 
the Republic of Mexico has witnessed 
a peaceful transfer of the presidency. 
When General Obregon was assassi- 
nated there were many ready to claim 
that Calles. would avail himself of the 
opportunity to remain in office. Some 
of his bitterest enemies did not hesi- 
tate to accuse him of complicity in 
the assassination for this very pur- 
pose.

The group headed by General Obre- 
gon and General Calles has ruled the 
country with firmness and some meas- 
ure of credit during the last eight 
years. Despite Obregon’s death, that 
group remains firmly in the saddle. 
So long as they remain united they 
can maintain Portes Gil or any one 
else in the presidency. Without them 
President Calles is by no means step- 
ping out of the picture. The day 
after his retirement from office he 
became the head of a great new po- 
litical party, which, despite the fact 
that it was formed to support the gov- 
ernnent, designates itself *‘revolution- 
ary.” The same group of generals 
and politicians, under a new name, 
continue to govern Mexico under a 
new president... 


The kingdom of the Serbs, Croats 
Slovenes' has made a commend- 
able attempt to celebrate the tenth an- 
niversary of the unification of: the 
South Slavs. Such celebrations are 
usually dull affairs, Not so this one. 
It was enlivened by a goodly amount 
of rioting and frequent clashes with 
the police. 

The difficulty is that the -unifica- 
tion did not unify. The southern 
Slavic peoples are less united t§day 
than they were at the formatiog: of 
the new kingdom ten years ago. They 
are probably much less unified than 
when they were ruled from Vienna, 
Budapest and Constantinople. Then, 
at least, they were united in the de- 
sire to be free. The culmination of 
this desire in the formation of the 
Jugo-Slav kingdom has for all of the 
groups except the Serbs, proved il- 
lusory. The new kingdom was built 
upon the framework of the old king- 
dom of Serbia. The Croats, the Slo- 
venes, the Bosnians, the Dalmatians 
and the rest were simply transferred 
from the rule of Vienna or Budapest 
to that of Belgrade. They have not 
been highly pleased with the change. 
In their way of looking at the matter 
they have never been allowed to par- 
ticipate equably in the new govern- 
ment. Qn the contrary, they feel that 
the Serbians have simply extended 
their rule over territories which they 
ese not properly equipped to admin- 
ister. 

The conflict, especially in the case 
of the Croats, the largest and wealth- 
iest of the new groups, is complicated 
by differences of religion and back- 
ground. ‘The Croats consider them- 
selves somewhat civilized in the Euro- 
pean sense. They look upon the Serbs 
as only partly civilized, even in an 
Oriental sense. Thus, while the Serbs 
were eager to celebrate ten years of 
South Slavie unity, and said it with 
perfervid orations, the Croats were 
equally eager to demonstrate the dis- 
unity, and said it with brickbats.

Mr. Britten’s suggestion to the 
prime minister, that a conference on 
disarmament should be held by a com- 

- mittee composed of 
represen tat ives 
from the pariia- 
ment of Great 
Britain and _ the 
eongress of the 
United States, rais- 
es many interesting 
questions. The idea 
of such a confer- 
ence instantly 
seized the imagina- 
tion of both the 
British and Ameri- 
ean public. 

It is pretty gen- 
erally conceded 


that the failure of the meeting at Ge- 
neva was due to the fact that both 
countries were represented by offi- 
cials of the navies of their respective 
countries. These men were profes- 
sionals, who had been trained to the 
business of building and organizing for 
naval warfare. Their very training 
inevitably gave them the attitude of 
opponents, and each felt himself to be 
the representative of the fighting force 
of his country. They were simply out 
of place in a diplomatic conference, 
whose purpose was to reduce the fight- 
ing power of each nation in the inter- 
est of peace. Mr. Britten’s sugges- 
tion is that we shall take this dis- 
cussion out of the realm of profession- 
al warfare, and trust our plans for 
peace to civil representatives of two 
peace-loving peoples, 
Question of Procedure. 

With the purpose which Mr. Brit- 
ten had at heart, there is almost unan- 
imous agreement on both sides of the 


Atlantic, but the manner in which 
he attempted to accomplish his pur- 
pose has raised a storm of protest. 
The conduct of our foreign affairs 
has been definitely committed by the 
constitution to the president. All com- 
munications between our government 
and other governments must be made 
by him through his secretary of state. 
It is true that, should he come to agree- 
ment with some foreign nation upon 
some question, which requires a for- 
mal treaty, then his action must have 
the ratification of the senate. Even

Here again we have revealed the 
weakness of our system of govern- 
ment in dealing with foreign affairs. 
There is no concentration of author- 


ity, and thus no concentration of re- 


sponsibility. Ours, in the true sense, 
is not a parliamentary government. 


Our forefathers, in their fear that a 
centralized government would mean a 


centralized tyranny, so divided § au- 
thority—making the legislature a 
check upon the executive, and the ex- 
ecutive a check upon the legislature— 
that they made it almost impossible 
for there to be any unity or con- 
sistency in our foreign policy. The 
truth is that we do not have a par- 
liamentary government. Our execu- 
tive is elected for one term of years 
by all of the states, but the house 
of representatives is elected for an- 
other terms of years by congressional 
districts within the states, and our 
senators are elected for still another 
term by separate states. All these dif- 
ferent representatives, elected by dif- 
ferent constituencies, in different po- 
litical atmospheres, on varying politi- 
cal issues, go to make up what we 
call our government. In this particu- 
lar incident, Mr. Britten does repre- 
sent the sentiment of the masses of 
the American people, but who does 
and who can represent us officially?

Mr. Slate declare that adoption of 
the method he outlines and scrapping 
of the present archaic governmental 
system would give the taxpayers great- 
er value for every tax dollar or, in 
other words, would achieve the same 
efficiency or better at an annual say- 
ing of from $750,000 to $1,000,000.

Tevfik Fikret, ‘Turkish student 
at Georgia Tech, is anxious. that 
Americans generally forget some er- 
roneous impressions they have about 
his country and learn the true status 
of affairs in the land of the young 
Turk, 

“My only desire,” 
a recent article, 


says Fikret, in 
“is to see a better 
understanding and a closer relation 
between Turkey and this country. In 
this respect I know I represent the 
desire of my people. I sincerely urge 
American people and American ‘youth, 
especially, to study modern Turkey. 
We wish American people to look 
at Turkey and its people not with 
the eyes of half a century ago, but 
with the eyes of today. We young 
Turks are deeply interested in the 
strong. sound morality of American 
youth and in your Wonderful civiliza- 
tion. More than fifteen Turkish boys 
and girls came to America this year 
to attend your. universities. This 
number is sure to increase in future 
years.” 

Fikret was inspired to write his 
impressions of America and its rela- 
tion to modern Turkey, after attend- 
ing a banquet of the cosmopolitan 
elubs of Tech and Emory, at which 
fifty students representing more than 
a dozen nations were present. 

The Turkish student says he _ se- 
lected Georgia Tech for his American 
alma mater because of the delightful 
Atlanta climate. 

“Today’s Turkey,” 
the old Turkish empire. Many impor- 
tant reforms, social, political, judi- 
cial and economic, have been made in 
the past few vears. Now, the young 
Turkish republic has a_ constitution 
which give real sovereignty to the 
people. 

“There is no more polygamy or the 
old, easy divorce. Our president, Gazi 
Moustafa Kemal Pasha, has said, 
“Our women ought to be the equals 
of the men in their education and ac- 


tivities.” 

“The young republic of Turkey,” 
he says further, “has a big commercial 
relation of the United States of Amer- 
ica.

The Tuberculosis Association of At- 
lanta has sent out by mail large num- 
bers of the little seals, or stamps, 
which thoughtful Christmas givers put 
on their packages, ete., and thus make 
their contributions to the organiza- 
tion which is devoting its entire ener- 
gies to warfare against tuberculosis, 
one of the greatest foes in the form 
of disease which ever ravaged the 
human race. 

This year, on each seal—they sell 
for one cent each—is the picture of a 
model ship, with the tubereulosis dou- 
ble cross on the mainsail. The model 
from which this picture was made is 
the property of Mrs. Calvin Coolidge 
and now rests in the white house.

Lennox Robinson To Lecture 
To Atlanta Drama League 


Lennox Robinson, famous dramat- 
ist, will lecture to the Atlanta Drama 
league Thursday evening, December 
13, at 8:15 o’clock at the High Mu- 
seum of Art. He is an associate of 
George Russell in his work of the 
Irish Renaissance and Mr. Russell, 
who visited America last year, recom- 
mends very highly to the American 
people his associate as a lecturer and 
dramatist. Mr. Robinson is one of 
the most distinguished and active lead- 
ers of that small group of dramatists 
and poets who have, almost unaided, 
realized their dreams of restoring the 
cultural glories of Ireland. At the 
beginning of the creation of an Irish 
national theater, W. B. Yeats an- 
nounced that its purpose was to se- 
cure an audience for “the half dozen 
minds who are likely to be the dra- 
matic imagination of Ireland for this 
generation.” Lennox Robinson’s plays 
have placed him among the foremost 
of that national theater, and have 
made possible the achievement of the 
others. 

This eminent author was inspired 
to write his early plays by the first 
performance of the Irish players in 
the turbulent days when the genius of 
Synge was shocking Ireland and cre- 


ating its national folk-drama. “The 
Clancy Name” marked him as one of 
the. most promising of the Abbey 
plavwrights and from that time on his 
plays were greeted by enthusiastic au- 
diences. 

His dramatic talents ripened with 
“The Cross Roads” in 1909 and 
“Harvest” in 1910. “Patriots” proved 
him 2 master of his craft. All the in- 
domitable spirit of 300 years of re- 


bellion is contained in this portrait 
of an old warrior in the fight for 
Irish independence, who returns after 
years of imprisonment. to discover 
that the old order of violence has 
been succeeded by the parliamentary 
methods of the home rule party and 
that the struggles and sufferings of 
himself and his generation have been 
forgotten or condemned as __ useless. 
Other successful plays, some having 
been played in New York, as well as 
London, are “The Dreamers,” “The 
Whiteheaded Boy,” “The Lost Lead- 
Oi “The Round Table.” “Crabhed 
Youth and Age,” and “Never the Time 
or the Place,” and his new play, “The 
sig House.”

Early and Avoid YeRush — 


<2 12 HE essayists of the pipe smok- 
fama ing school have ruined their 
ree Own game. Ever since the 

days of Charles Lamb they 
have been writing about quaint old 
bookstores in which one may linver 
undésturbed for hours among the 
dusty folios and first editions. And 
invariably they have used the word 
“browse”’ to describe the activities of 
those who linger in the old book- 
stores. 

This was a mistake, for the book- 
sellers (many of whom can _ read) 
proceeded to adopt the word for their 
very own, and work it to death. To- 
day almost every bookstore m ine 
country flaunts a cheery invitation to 
the passerby to “Come in and 
Browse.”’ But try and do it! 

Bookstores may be divided into 
two classes, high-browse and low- 
browse. The former has the sepul- 
chral atmosphere of a Federal RKe- 
Serve bank on Sunday afternoon, the 
clerks emerge from thew hiding 
places only at feeding time, and run 
like startled fawns when a customer 
approaches. It is practically impos- 
sible to get waited on there, but it 
is the sort of place people hike te be 
seen going in and out of, and the 
doorman is very deferential. 

The :ow-browse bookstore does net 
wait for the customer to enter. H 
rushes out on the sidewalk and sur- 
rounds him. He finds his path bleck- 
ed by ‘‘The Principles of Phrenol- 
egy,”’ “My Four Years in Germany,” 
“The Heptameron of Margaret of 
Nevarre,” “‘Taxidermy Self-Taught,” 
“What Theosophy Means to Me,” and 
enough back numbers of the ‘“Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine” to equip 
every dentist’s waiting reom m 
America. 

Inside, the low-browse beeokstore 
resembles a morgue, with its rows of 
long tables on which Publishers’ Re- 
minders are laid out to await a decent 
burial. The walls are lined with the 
best and worst sellers of the last fifty 
years, arranged in titers, idle tiers— 
and many a budding author, entermg 
Hs cluttered portals for the first time, 
ws depressed by the reahzation that 
the world really doesn’t need another 
book, after all. 


In addition to these twe classes of 
bookstores, there is the bookshop or 
sheppe (fem.) which is in a class by 
Hself. Every year, thousands of am- 
bitious women cast off the shackles 
of domesticity and open bookshoppes. 
A skyblue smock is their badge of 
emancipation, and their battle-cry of 
freedom is, ‘‘We Haven’t It In Stock, 
But We Can Order It Fer You!” 


For more than-a century women 
have been patient consumers of cul- 
ture in art clubs, reading circles, Cha- 
tauquas and lyceums, listening attent- 
ively to tiresome speakers (or at 
least acting as if they were listening 
attentively), applauding at the right 
moment, snatching eagerly at any 
crumbs of crystalized opium = that 
came their way, accepting ready-made 
ideas without alterations and display- 
ing dog-like devotion to any one who 
would make up their minds for them. 

But now they have become purvey- 
ors of culture themselves. Any lady 
with the price of a good fur coat can 
emancipate herself by opening a book 
shoppe. And most of them do. ‘‘So’s 
your old man,” that classic mot of 
year before last, has been changed to 
“So’s Your New Woman.”

Ye Quut and Ink-Horn Book Shoppe, 
has always prided herself on mamtaiin- 
ing what she calls a ‘bookish atmeos- 
phere” (although it has been rather 
difficult to. maintain any kind of at- 
mosphere since Weisbord’s Cut Rate 
Gents Pressing Emporium moved im 
next door}.

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F EVER you visit the port of 

Algiers you will admire the 

great stone mole that protects 

the harbor from the ocean 
rollers on the west. It is of solid 
masonry that has withstood the but- 
fetings of countless*storms Over a Ppe- 
riod of four hundred years. 

Christian slaves toiled under the 
lash of Turkish masters and Moorish 
foremen for four terrible years to 
build that everlasting wall. 

Algiers was the capital of the pirate 
empire of Kheyr-ed-din, the brother 
of Uruj Barbarossa, who took over 
the government of the corsairs when 
Barbarossa was killed bv the Span- 
iards in a desperate battle on land, 
just outside Algiers. The name o° 
the suceessor of Uruj is pronouncec 
Hare Youdeen. and I! See no reason 
why we shouldn’t spell it as it is pro- 
nounced, since there is much doubt 
about how it was originally spelled, 
anyway. Hare Youdeen also was call- 
ed Barbarossa. or Redbeard, as was 
his brother, Uruj, so that the two are 
often confused in accounts of their 
activities. To avoid confusion I shall 
leave the name Barbarossa to the 
first of the Barbarossas, who had the 
best claim to it, since his hair and 
beard were really red, while Hare 
Youdeen’s beard was a dark auburn. 

Hare Youdeen inherited from his 
notorious brother a toppling pirate 
State. Barbarossa had been succes - 
ful in creating a barbarian emovire, but 
when the King of Spain went after 
him in deadly earnest with an army 
of ten thousand veterans, Barbarossa 
and his whole active army were wiped 
out.

What re- 
mained of the Spanish forces were re- 
embarked under a withering 
led by Hare Youdeen in person. 

The victory over a highly organized 
and well-advertised Spanish rorce 
vastly increased the prestige of the 
corsair Hare Youdeen might 
be described as sitting almost on top 
of his part of the world.

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Georgia Men Hold High Posts 


Capt. Clark Howell Woodward, U. S. N., a 
Native of Atlanta, and Lt. Col. Julian L. 
Schley, U.S. A., of Savannah, Given 


Places of Importance In Panama 


WO Georgia men have estab- 
lished a record in su cceeding 
to two of the highest posts 
"available in the greatest enter- 
prise of the United States govern- 
ment—the Panama Canal. 

Never before has there been two 
men from the same state to hold the 
places of engineer of maintenance 
and marine superintendent of the 
Canal, the two positions next in im- 
portance to the governor. The rec- 
ord is doubly assured by the fact that 
they are distantly related and both 
came to their present. positions 
through separate branches of the 
service. 

This record is even more remark- 
able when it is considered that the 
three highest executive positions now 
are occupied by southern men, Mis- 
Sissippi furnishing the present gov- 
ernor, Colonel Harry Burgess. All of 
the three positions are appointive of- 
fices from the army or navy. 

The two Georgia men who have 

been signally honored, and the posi- 
tions they hold are Captain Clark 
Howell Woodward, U. S. N., marine 
superintendent of the Pan- 
ama Canal, and Lieutenant 
Colonel Julian L. Schley, U. 
S. A., engineer of mainte- 
nance of the Panama Canal. 
Both assumed their new du- 
‘ties this year, and Colonel! 
Schley has just taken his new 
place, assuming. his’ duties 
October 16, when Colonel 
Burgess took the office of 
governor, succeeding Gover- 
nor Meriwether L. Walker. 

Both Captain Woodward 
and Colonel Schley are well 
known to a wide circle of 
friends in Georgia, and both 
are members of two of Geor- 
gia’s most distinguished fami- 
lies. Captain Woodward ts 
a native of Atlanta; and Col- 
onel Schley was born in Sa- 
vannah, both men living at 
their birthplaces until receiv- 
ing appointments to the mill- 
tary and naval academy. 

Captain Woodward is a 
product of the old Ivy Street 
school and Boys’ High school 
in Atlanta. It was during his 
boyhood days that he ob- 
tained an experience which 
has helped him much during 
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Schley had entered his military career 
at West Point. Captain Woodward 
received his appointment in_ 1895, 
and three years later saw hts first ac- 
tive service in baitle, being attached 
to the U. S. cruiser Brooklyn, flag- 
ship of Commodore Schley, a_ kins- 
man of his and Colonel Schley, when 
the Brooklyn took part in the famous 
battle of Santiago, July 3, 1898. 
Since that memorable battle, Cap- 
tain Woodward has seen varied serv- 
ice in all parts of the world and has a 
distinguished service record with the 
navy. After the close of the Spanish- 
American war he served a tour of duty 


zilian Naval Mission, and from 1923 
to 1926 when he was chief of the 
Naval Mission to Peru. For the latter 
Service he received the highest dec- 
oration that can be given by the Pe- 
ruvian government, the Order of the 
Sun in recognition for his efficient 
work in reorganizing the Peruvian 
navy. 

During the World war, 
Woodward was executive officer of 
the battleship New York, flagship of 
the America nsquadron which was at- 
tached to the British grand fleet in 
the North Sea.

The 
relationship between the two execu- 
tives is through the Schley side of 
Captain Woodward’s family. 

Captain Woodward was a graduate 
of the naval academy before ‘Colonel

During the 
Jamestown Exposition in Norfolk he 
was Stationed there for duty, and 
again in 1914-15 he was sent as aide 
to the president of the Panama-Pa- 
cific International.

Perhaps the two most important 
posts hever held by Capiain Wood- 
ward was in 1919 to 1921 when he 
was second in command of the Bra-

Among the many decorations he 
has received are: The Distinguished 
Service Medal, Navy Cros, Sampson 
Medal forthe Battle of Santiago, 
medals for participation in the West 
Indies campaign, Philippine Insurrec- 
tion, Cuban Pacification, Boxer Cam- 
paign and the World war. He also 
has received many letters of com- 
mendation, including one from the 
secretary of the navy, for bravery in 
action while attached to the gunboat 
Pampanga in his Philippine service. 

Captain Woodward’s last service 
before coming with the Panama Canal 
was in command of the U. S. S. Mil- 
waukee. It was during this command 
that he was sent to Nicaragua to quell 
the revolution and was in command 
of 1,800 bluejackets there. When he 
Was appointed as marine | superin- 
tendent, he was given a banquet in 
Panama by officers of his ship. He 
reported for duty here April 26, of 
this year, and took office May 15, re- 
heving Captain John Downes.

NTIL a certain Miss W. walked 
into my office | thought 1 
knew a lot about women, and 
about men, too, and what men 
ike in women. And perhaps you will 
gree that there is or was some slight 
istification for my assumption. 

You see, my work happens to be 
psychiatry, and, let me hasten to add, 
that does not mean that it deals ex- 
Clusively with insanity and nervous 
breakdowns. On the contrary, psy- 
chiatry has more to do with prevent- 
ing such calamities than with curing 
them afterward. That is why, at any 
rate, Miss W. came to consult me. 

Her case dealt particularly with the 
problem of what gentlemen really pre- 
fer when it comes to tastes in women 
and what results when a woman does 
not belong to the preferred class. 

It was several years ago, according 
to my files, that Miss W. unburdened 
her soul—years before the opinion 
became current that gentlemen prefer 
blondes but marry brunettes. And the 
occasion brought home to me the 
conviction, then a surprise but defi- 
nitely corroborated since by experi- 
ence, that what gentlemen really pre- 
fer—but thaf is my story!

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I recall Miss W. distinctly. Modishly 
gowned, lithe of hody, a face not 
merely pretty, but distmetly beautiful.

Their Honor By Suicide 


There are several hundred prosti- 
tutes in the district. They are licens-

$15.000 aday. The notorious Monte 
Carlo resort, where every ferm_ of 
gambl ng may be enjoyed, yields the 
Mexican government close to $7,000 
a dav during the racing season.

Mexican was introduced to them as 
the chief of police, Zenaido Llanos.

For seven centuries the brain of the world has reeled 
at ‘what the Irish could do when their emotions were 
stirred, their feelings hurt, their pride affronted. 

Despite my name, I must confess that I have neve! 
peen even miidly interested in the “Irish question” My 
ancestry was of too dim, Milesian a past,-and I grew up 
with an active distaste for that noisily objectionable tea- 
ture of the American scene, the “professional” Irishman. 
I had heard faint echoes of Fenian and Clan-na-Gael; 
and Dr. Cronin had been murdered not far from where 
I was born, in Chicago—though why, or by whom, I never 
inquired. My knowledge cf Irish affairs was as limited as 
my interest. 

What little contact I had with autochthonous Irishmen 
merely deepened a conviction of their essential drollery. 
I recall meeting one, a few vears ago, when there 
was much talk of Sinn Fein, and askjng him 
what the Irish, with their ambushes and bomb- 
ings and assassination, really wanted. He an- 
swered that what they wanted, above all things, 
was—the Irish language! And to my protest that 
they could want nothing more useless, he agreed: 
“That is true. But, ah—'tis so beautiful!”

English could never understand such a people, 
with their passion for music intricate rhym- 
ing, their irrelevant puenacity, and with no sens:

Until recently I, like most Americans, con- 
sidered the “Irish question” as one of strictly 
iomestic British politics, the nationalistic as- 
pirations. of tthe Irish rather childish in this 
day of great agglomerations, to be viewed, at 
best, with tolerant amusement, and for which 
the long-suffering English merited the sympathy 
of the unprejudiced. 

Eut now I have been to Ireland. And I come 
away with the singular feeling that an isolated 
fragment has fallen into relation with a vast 
historic whole, that what had seemed a trivial 
phase of British politics was really a part of 
the great Norman wave which engulfed England 
at the Battle of. Hastings, reached the Irish 
shore a century later and has not yet alto- 
gether receded. 

I must disclaim any pretense of having ob- 


served anything. being neither by taste nor temperament an

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deserted villages, it was easy to credit the guide- 
book statement that during the last century the 
population of Ireland has been reduced by 
nearly one-half; and that had Ireland tared 
eyen as well as Austrian Poland under the 
Hapsburgs—not a notable example of benevolent 
government—her population to-day would be 
close to 20,000,000. 

I sought the new Ireland, and the first sign- 
post encountered led to New Ross—which proved 
to be not a new city at all, but ancient when 
Caesar was in Gaul. But the sign itself was 
very new, lettered in Irish, with the English 
equivalent below—the new Ireland at last! 

But everywhere were the stark and bDlack- 
ened ruins of the old—not all, as I thought at 
first, the work of the invader. The Irish had 
done their share—revolutionists annoyed by 
parliamentarians, Republicans put out with 
Free Staters, clan. against clan, Geraidine 

against Ormond. Some were the work of Strongbow’s Nor- 
mans, some of the Danes, a great many, it was shocking to 
learn, of that industrious vandal, the Puritan, Morrough 
O’Brien—‘‘Morrough of the Burnings,” as he is affectionately 
remembered. 

And a great many, victims of the most resolute destroyer 
of all, had merely fallen apart.. Desolate, the unroofed homes 
of men, with the black, crumbling holes where windows once 
had been—desolate beyond the dissembling of green foliage 
and an opulence of flowers. 

Not all of the ruins were of stone, nor all my relatives 
dead. At Dungarvan, stopping for what we call “gas” and 
the British Isles call “petrol,” I overheard a passage of lan- 
cuage between a Mrs. O'Flynn and a Mrs. O’Brien, in which 
the latter, who might have stepped from the stage of the 
Abbey Theater, her turns of phrase written for her by Synge 
himself, came off somewhat second-best.

name to lose The resolution was costly and life hard, 
and God with both hands would reward the charitable.

Fut her eloquence was cut short by the appearance of 
a new character—a Civic Guard, not at all picturesque, 
but spruce and clean and devastatingly efficient. His was 
the voice of the new Ireland; and he was not a:policeman 
—that word, of unpleasant memories, has been suppressed. 

Like Mussolini in Italy, the new Ireland is trying to 
restore the self-respect of a subject and degenerating 
people; and the whine of the beggar is not often to be 
heard. The few encountered were women, usually with 
oabies. The only male was a flaxen-haired lad of ten, 
whe sidled up at a Galway street fair, intimating softly 
that it was “only tuppence for the flying horses.” Him 
we saw later, his curls peeping over the gaming table, 
his lips twitching, busy at “pitch-and-toss.” And the next 
morning we found he had raised his stake to two shillings! 

When the Irish beg, it is from circumstance and: not 
temperament. They would rather, I think, sandbag the 
stranger than beg from him. They are a proud folk, tor 
all their tatters and broken shoes. and the women with 
their rusty black shawls hooding wind-seamed, sternly 
nandsome faces—so perversely proud they will not confess 
their poverty by sending’ their children to the free schools 
of the renascence 

Brusque in their ways and speech, with the wariness 
of wild creatures, they take ill to any sign of patronage. 
Delicate, indeed, is the task of complaint, and nothing so 
futile as anger. Not for an instant do they forget their 
ancient state. There are times when one feels that they 
do not forget it often enough. 

Appalling, the filth in which they live—but deceptive. 
For centuries any show of well being meant an unwelcome 
prominence in the eyes of landlord and government. As 
Dean Swift said to an Englishwoman who had spoken well 
of the Irish climate: “Don’t mention it at home, I beg. 
They'll tax us for it.” Instinctively, as a sort of protective 

coloration, they still cling to drab raiment. 

One cannot journey through that land without 
the heart being touched with sadness—through 
vray and dirty towns, filled with gray and dirty 
people, past crumbling castles, brooding under 
their ivy in a drowsy melancholy like broken old 
men mumbling of their vanished youth; and 
shattgred churches, remote and pathetic in their 
roadless meadows. And one comes gratefully, at 
last, to Killarney, to lie upon the storied rocks 
beside the still black water—of polished ebony 
but for the occasional rise of a trout—with not a 
sound to mar the stillness, not a light to pierce 
the purples cf the shadowed shore! and muse 
ind ponder on the mad perplexities of men. 

From Limerick, with a properly respectful visit 
to the shrine of an especially royal and ancient 
ancestor, it was a jump of eight centuries in as 
many minutes to the vast electrical project at 
Ardnacrusha, where a German engineering firm 
S harnessing the Shannon to supply light and 
power for the whole Green Isle.

tests, still believe in fairies, and thet 
dream is of a rural industrialism, the 
cabins on the rocky hillsides and 
peat bogs linked together with copper 
threads of light, power and communi- 
cation. Toward this the peasant pays 
his taxes, if not gladly, with less retuc- 
tance than Irish peasants ever paid 
taxes before. And so, on to Galway.

Another illustration on this page 
carries gift suggestions for the friend 
who is an Early American enthusiast. 
The little wooden footstool is simple 
and appropriate, and the pillow is a 
patchwork design made from a ban- 
danna. 

Of novelty cushions there are no 
end. Several shops are showing round 
pillows covered with embroidery in 
colored raftia, especially appropriate 
for use on a porch or summer house, 
but probably more novel than practi- 
cal. Novel as well as practical, hows 
ever, are cushions. covered with oil- 
cloth, for breakfast room, nursery, 
automobile, porch, summer house, or 
motorboat. In covering cushions, it 
is best not to use the old-fashioned, 
slick-finished oilcloth, although _ it 
comes in many fascinating shades, 
because it is likely to crack under the 
constant rumpling. This material 
may now be bought in many textures, 
including good imitations of moire’ 
sik, leather and satin damask. The 
new designs give the effect of calico 
In stripes and dots, of chinz in flow- 
ered figures, and of Italian - satin 
damask. 

Nursery gift pillows may be effec- 
tively covered with either oilcloth or 
felt, and ornamented with figures of 
animals in contrasting colors, ap- 
pligued on a solid background. 

Twin sister to the cushion is the 
stool, which ts also increasing in pop- 
ularity. Stools fall into three classes, 
the tabouret de duchesse, or backless 
chair, the footstool, and the hassock, 
which is really only a large stuffed 
pillow. The first of this group derives 
its name from the fact that at the 
courts of the later French kings no 
one was allowed to sit in an arm chair 
in the presence of royalty except roy- 
alty itself, and only those ladies of 
very high rank, such as duchesses and 
princesses of the blood, were alolwed 
to sit even on stools. 

The most popular gift stool, how- 
ever, is the footstool, which probabfy 
owes its origin; in part at least, to 
draughty floors. Very attractive gift 
stools are the small round, or oblong 
ones upholstered in petit point; a 
novel idea would be to cover one of 
these with some sort of flat fur, such 
as pony or calfskin, tacking it on with 
a row. of matching upholsterer’s tacks.* 

The most practical hassocks are 
covered. Others are clothed in plush, 
and still others, for the boudoir, in 
Satin. 

In covering pillows, with any wash- 
able or cleanable material, it is al- 
ways worth while to take the extra 
trouble to make them easily remov- 
able, by fastening the fourth side 
with hooks and eyes instead of sew- 
ing it up. This takes a good deal of 
effort to accomplish tidily, but makes 
a gift of pillows far more acceptable.

According to science, all sorts of in- 
termediate torms are found between 
species so that it is probable that the 
higher have been developed by min- 
ute variations out of the lower. Every 
species is from a pre-existing closely 
allied species. 

The Bible account of the method 
of the creation of man is not in agree- 
ment with science. 

According to both creation accounts 
of Genesis, the appearance of man 
upon earth is due to a special and 
sudden act of creation on the part of 
Cod. 

Science is at variance with the Bible 
as to the primitive condition of man. 
It is only fair to state, however, that 
the traditional belief has gone beyond 
the Bible in idealizing the character 
and condition of the first man. It has 
been popularly supposed that the first 
man was a being of developed intel- 
lectual capacity; perfect in the entire 
range of his faculties, a being so gift- 
ed that the greatest and ablest of those 
who have lived subsequently have 
been . described as the ‘‘rags’’ and 
“ruins”? of Adam. This view has been 
popularized by the great poem of 
Milton. A ‘‘volden age’’ during which 
the earth yielded her products freely, 
and man lived a life of ideal happi- 
ness unalloyed by care or sin or toil 
or sorrow, was pictured by the an- 
cient nations. Human sin has embit- 
tered toil, but we are not to suppose 
that the sin of Adam affected directly 
the physical productivity of the earth. 
The evidence or archaeology, geology, 
biology and allied sciences points to 
the conclusion that-man so far from 
having begun his existence on the 
earth amid happy surroundings, has 
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Slowly emerged trom a state of sav- 
agery, in which he was externally at 
least, little removed from the brute 


creation. 

Science does not support the Bibli- 
cal account of the origin of woman. 
This account is an allegory, using a 
significant figure to set forth the rela- 
tion of the sexes to each other, ‘the 
dependence of woman upon man and 
her close relationship to him. The 
woman is formed out of man’s side, 
hence it is the wife’s natural duty to 
be at hand ready at all times to be a 
help to her husband, and it is the hus- 
band’s natural duty ever to cherish 
and defend his wife as part of his own 
self. 

Science is not in agreement with 
the notion of the original herbiforous 
diet of animals and man. Common 
tradition supposes that both man and 
animals at first subsisted entirely on 
vegetable food. It- appears conclu- 
sive from the evidence of palaeouto- 
logy that carniverous animals existed 
upon the earth long before the appear- 
ance of man, and that they preved 
upon One another as the same species 
of their successors do now. 

The Bible and science do not agree 
as to the long life of early man. 
Longevity, such as is ascribed to the 
patriarchs is’ physiologically incom- 
patible with the structure of the hu- 
man body. the tradition of the 
Israelites like the tradition of other 
races in dealing with personages living 
in prehistoric times assigned to them 
abnormally protracted lives. The evi- 
dence of science precludes the pos- 
sibility of such tigures being literally 
correct.

At 
the same time the commission’s ex- 
peris conclude that there is equal jus- 
tification for complaints of other pu- 
pils about hot stuffy air. So that one 
gathers the report will please every- 
body. 

My reaction to such items ts char- 
acteristic, I suppose. Whatever 
“colds” may he, I deny that country 
children have ’em more than city chil- 
dren do. If you are willing to define

a “cold”’ before we begin the quar- 
rel, I may agree that country children 
have it more frequentty than city chil- 
dren do, for we know that certain res- 
piratory infections, notably diphtheria, 
are more prevalent among country 
children than among. city children 
(per thousand children,) .and we as- 
sume—the assumption is now borne 
out by the Schick test—that city chil- 
dren, being more crowded’ together 
and therefore more frequently expos- 
ed to diphtheria, acquire a certain de- 
gree of natural immunity which coun- 
try children do not have. A similar 
pathological factor may apply in ref- 
erence to other specific diceases, but 
don’t come sniveling around here 
about “colds” if you expect me to be 
gentlemanly toward: you. When you 
speak of “‘colds’” you are either try- 
ing to evade the truth or else you seek 
to perpetuate some _ superstition—a 
Superstition from which a lot of peo- 
ple reap very nice profits. 

These experts representing the New 
York Ventilation commission _ like 
many Other medical or scientific au- 
thorities, cannot, will not, and dare 
not define what they are talking 
about. They are perfectly conscious 
eed in_ pinning 
them down to a frank and unreserved 
definition of ‘‘cold’’ or ‘‘colds,” the 
war will be over and a lot of war 
workers will have to look for other 
jobs.

This 
means a general tariff revision. which 
cannot possiblv be undertaken a a 
short session of Congress. The exist- 
ing tariff bill took more than a vear 
for its drafting and passage. The Un- 
derwood bill reguired more than six 
months. If the next tariff bill should 
require as much time as that, it would 
mean that we would not be able to 
pass it until the mid-summer or the 
autumn of 1930—and that we should 
then plunge into a Congressional cam- 
paign with a new and untested tariff 
bill as a major issue. 

Not for me, thank you, if I can 
help it. I want no more campaigns 
like those of 1890 and 1922. It should 
not be difficult to impress this point 
of view-upon the majority leaders in 
the Congress now in existence and, 
through them. upon the new Presi- 
dent. Therefore, | look upon an extra 
session of the Seventy-first Congress 
as inevitable. If this should prove to 
be the prevailing opinion, what effect 
will it have upon the program which 
confronts Congress this winter? It 
should have none at all. Neverthe- 
less, it will probably lead to a much 
more prolonged debate on each con- 
troverted measure than if its advocates 
realized that it is now or never—or, 
at any rate, now or fully two years 
hence—for their pet projects. Per- 
sonally, | now hope that wiser coun- 
cils might prevail and that we can go 
on—as we surely can—with the es- 
sentials of legislation and. dispose of 
them so that we can confront tariff 
revision next summer untrammeled by 
a lot of other major legislation. 

That I have spoken only of the 
Senate in this discussion of the forth- 
coming winter’s work of Congress 1s 
not because of my well known regard 
for the Senate as a legislative body, 
in spite of what any one may say of 
its rules, which, | may add paren- 
thetically, | probably know as «ell as 
the next man.
